ISRAELI ENVOYS 
RETURNING 


Community’s Tribute to 
Mr. Elath

Ihe Israch Ambassadors to 
three Western Powers+-Britain. 
United States. and France—are all 

turning home shortly. The retiring 


envoys are respec:ively Mr. Elrahu 
Fluth, Mr. Abba Eban, and Mr. 
Jacob Tsur. 

Mr. Elath has been Ambassador 


here since June, 1950. He is to 
relinquish his post at the end of this 
year. As a mark. of esteem, Anglo- 
Jewry a8 to plant a forest in the 
names of the envoy and his wife in 
the Adullam area in Isracl. [See 
report on page 5.] 

Mr. Eban will be relinquishing his 
post as head of the Israel delegation 
at the United Nations as well as 
that of Ambassador. He has led the 
Israch team at the U.N. since 1949 
and has been Ambassador to the 
U.S.A. since September, 1950, when 
he succeeded Mr. Elath in that office. 

Mr. Tsur was appointed Ambas- 
sador to France in 1953. 


Yet no one as much as mentioned the Jewish people-—the first of 
Hitler's victims and the greatest sufferers. 


No one expected that a 
represeniative of the Jewish people 
should sit at this conference. But in 
demanding that Poland and Czecho- 
Slovakia’ should be admitied to the 
discussions here, Mr. Gromyko, the 
Russian Foreign Minister, invoked 
the principles of equity and justice 
in pleading for their participation as 
“the first victims of Hitler's aggres- 
sion.” If suffering and sacrifice is to 
be the criterion for admission, then 
certainly the voice of the Jewish 
peopic, the first among the 45 nations 
attacked by Hitler and singled out fo: 
the most inhuman treatment, should 
be heard here, 

The British, French, and American 
Foreign Ministers oppose the Soviet 
demand on the ground that once the 
principle that Hitler's victims should 
be invited to participate at the Con- 
ference here is granted, Holland, Bel- 
gium, Luxemburg, and Italy could 
claim admussion, 

The presence of East Germany in 
the Conference room. even if only 
“for the purpose of consultation.” 
cannot be regarded as propitious as far 
as Israel ts concerned. When Dr. 
Adenauer’s Government agreed to pay 
reparations to Israel, the East German 


authorities came out very strongly 
against West Germany's policy to 
redress, even materially, Hitler's 


crimes against the Jews. Since then

FREEDOM PARADE 
IN TEL AVIV

Tet Aviv, Wednesday 

In broiling Khamsin heat Isracl 
today celebrated her eleventh birthday. 
From all corners of the country, by 
railway, bus, truck, car, and scooter, 
people converged on Tel Aviv. They 
were guided and chided at every 
crossroad by police desperately deter- 
mined to achieve an accident-free 
holiday record. 

Over half a million people, includ- 
ing tourists and the Government's dis- 
tinguished foreign visitors, M. Guy 
Mollet and Dr, Jonas Salk, watched 
the hour-long military parade in fes- 
tive mood. Many had spent the 
night sleeping along the five-mile-long 
parade route to assure themselves of 
a Vantage place. In the early morning 
they were joined by hundreds of street 
vendors hawking in a dozen languages 
the usual variety of cold drinks as 
well as falafel, hard-boiled eggs, and 
other refreshments to satisfy the tastes 
of Israels cosmopolitan citizens. 


Flag-Draped Balconies 


In the holiday crowds Arab Keffivas, 
orthodox Yarmulkas, and Khaki ktb- 
butz caps mingled. harmoniously. 
From flag-draped balconies along the 
Streets family groups, augmented by 
visiting friends, enormously enjoyed 
the spectacle as though they were sit- 
ting in their own private opera boxes. 
Tourists paid 1£8.500 (about 34 shil- 
ings) for the same  privilege—they 
were Seated on rough wood planks on 
special grandstands. 

Sood formations of Super Mysttre 
jets roared overhead. followed bi 
coveys of smaller ‘planes. “ Abba sce 
the Moostangs,.” shouted a delighted 
lad sitting near by, and next moment: 
“Here come Piperim.” Alterwards 
Sherman tanks, leaving a waffle pat- 
tern in the softening asphalt, rolled 
past. Then came more vehicles, fol- 
lowed by 3,000 bronzed Army. Navy, 


and Air Force men and women 
marching fo the crowd's rhythmic 
clapping and singing. “ There's 


Rivka, cried a boy recognising a 
marching girl soldier, and everyone 
cheered. A relaxed family atmosphere 
pervaded Tel Aviv’s independence 
féte, reflecting the enormous confi- 
dence of the country in the improved 
security position and pride in achieve- 
ments. As Mr. Ben-Gurion said in 
his address last night: “We are no 
longer isolated as we were in the past, 
the world at large is more and more 
aware of Israel, not only as a reality 
but as a reality that is constructive and 
beneficial—for itself. for the Middle 
East, and for the world, endowed 
with creative and progressive 
energies.” 

Pride in Israel's revival after 2,000 
years was mingled with sorrow and 
a sense of indebtédness to those whose 
lives were sacrificed in achieving 
statehood. Old Hagana fighters, now

GEN. DE GAULLE’S 
PROMISE

Paris 

A promise from President de Gaulle 
that France would never conduct 
a Middle East policy at Israel's 
expense is contained in the message 
brought to Mr. Ben-Gurion by M. 
Guy Mollet, the French Socialist 
leader. M. Mollet. who was the 
French Premier at the time of the 
Suez Campaign, is in Israel for a 
fortnight’s visit as the guest of the 
Government. 

General de Gaulle’s message also 
stated that the arms market would 
always remain open to Israel, who 
could buy from France any arms she 
needed for her defence. 

Before M. Mollet left for Israel he 
conferred with President de Gaulle. 
Well-informed Israeli sources in Paris 
claim that M. Mollet was commis- 
sioned by President de Gaulle to bring 
him back a full personal report on the 

resent situation in Israel and also to 
inform him of Israel's views on 
various Middle East countries,

The synagogue 
offices had been broken into and police found traces of burnt paper 
which had apparently been set alight by the intruders, who also removed 


money and valuables from a safe. 


But another safe containing the 


silver appurtenances remained untouched. 
In accordance with tradition, because of the destruction of the Sifrei 


Torah, next Sunday has been declared a fast day for members of the 


congregation. A special mincha service is to be held at 1.30 and the ashes 
of the Scrolls are to be buried at the congregation's cemetery.

AMERICAN LOAN 
FOR ISRAEL 


Help for Small Industries 


WASHINGTON 
The United States has signed an 
agreement granting Israel a loan of 
$5 million (about £1,785,000) from 
its Development Loan Fund, to help 
small private enterprises to expand. 
The loan was made to the Israeli 
Industrial Institution Limited, which 
will re-lend the money to small busi- 
nesses to buy materials and equipment, 
The State Department said the loan 
would help Israel to stimulate the 
industrialisation urgently needed to 
balance her predominantly agricultural 
economy.—( Reuter)

Representatives of 
the five sponsoring organisations 
were there, headed by their leaders. 
So too were the Israeli Ambassador 
and members of the Israeli Embassy. 

The military attachés of the Israeli 
Embassy, attired in khaki, stood at 
the salute for the Hatikvah which 
brought the service to a close. 

In his address, the Haham 
reminded congregants that they were 
commemorating not only the estab- 
lishment of the State of Israel but also 
the victims of Nazi persecution. and 
those who had fallen in the battle 
for Israel's independence. 

Dr. Gaon added : “We must view 
the. State against a background of 
divine intervention and inspiration if 
we are to understand her significance. 
There are still doubters in our midst 
who believe that Israel came into 
being by a mere process of historical 
development, and who deny her a 
divine source. It is essential-for us 
to understand that Israel is the ‘basis 
of our existence—not just a State 
whose destiny is closely linked with 
our own-—-and that the future of 
Israel is the future of us all.” 

The service included the recital of 
the Kaddish, the sounding of the 
Shofar, and the intoning of the F/ 
Molé Rachamim for the martyrs in 
Europe and for Israel’s war dead.

“Rab Judah said: ‘He who 
wishes to be pious must fulfil the 
laws of Seder Nezikin. But Raba 
said: ‘The matters dealt with in 
the Tractate Aboth. Still others 
said: ‘Matters dealt with in 
Berakoth’” (Baba Kama 30a). 


HEN Rab Judah advo- 
WV cas the study and prac- 
tice of the laws of Nezikin 


as the essence of piety, he was 
stressing the importance of the 


Jewish teaching: “Do not do unto | 


others that you would not have 
done to yourself.” Seder Nezikin 
is the vast compendium of laws 
which resulted from the study of 
the laws of the Book of Exodus. 

These laws command: Do not 
rob, injure, or cheat your neigh- 
bour ; and if you do, you will be 
expected to make restitution, and 
you will also be fined heavily as a 
preventive measure for the benefit 
of society. However urgently neces- 
sary these laws were, they still 
reflected a negative approach to 
religion. 


RABA thought that this negative 

approach was only the first step, 
and that upon this basis must be 
built a superstructure of positive 
ethical conduct. It was not suffi- 
cient to abstain from injuring 
another individual. Piety demanded 
that a man should go out of his 
way to pursue righteousness and 
to perform lovingkindnesses to his 
fellow-man. The Ethics of the 
Fathers is a comprehensive study 
of ethical principles which are the 
very essence of piety. We read 
the Tractate Aboth from the first 
Sabbath after Passover to teach 
that, whereas Passover recalls the 
protest against injury to one’s 
neighbour, the days following Pass- 
over are intended to inaugurate the 
study of positive acts of goodness 
and kindliness to fellow-members 
of society.

‘BLIND SOCIETY EXPANDING 
Home for the Senile Planned 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Blindness is more common among 
Jews than among their non-Jewish 
neighbours, said Professor Arnold 
Sorsby, Research Professor in 
Ophthalmology at the Royal College 
of Surgeons and Royal Eye Hospital,

when he addressed the annual meet- 
ing of the Jewish Blind Society at the 
Empress Club, Dover Street, W.1, last 
week. 


There were 100,000 blind persons 
in the British Isles, 1,100 of whom 
were registered with the Jewish Blind 
Society, Professor Sorsby stated. 
Since it must be assumed that there 
were many Jewish blind people who 
had no contact with the Society, it 
was likely that the total was con- 
siderably higher. That meant that— 
whereas the Jewish population of 
Britain constituted 1 per cent of the 
total population, the number of the 
Jewish blind totalled more than 1 per 
cent of the blind population. 

Discussing the reasons for this, he 


said that 6 per cent of all cases of 
blindness were caused disease, 
which was often due to hereditary 
recessive factors. A high proportion 
of “cousin marriages” among Jews 
emphasised these factors and brought 
them to the surface. 


It wag to be hoped, Professor 


Sorsby continued, that the Jewish 
Blind Society would help to reduce 
this affliction by collecting the statis- 
tics-and causes of blindness among 
Jews for research purposes. 

Earlier, the same point was stressed 
by Mrs. James de Rothschild, the 
President of the Society, who was in 
the chair. There had recently been 
a marked increase in the number of 
blind -Jews registering with the 
Society, she said. There was a grow- 
ing demand on its resources. 

A year of “achievement, progress, 
and future planning ” was reported by 
the Chairman of the Society, Mr. 
Leonard M, Alfred. Principal events 
of 1958, he said, had included the

H-BOMB PERIL 
DEBATED 


Religious or Political 
Issue ? 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A tremendous interest of Jewish 
youth in the problems of the nuclear 
age was evinced at a meeting held 
last week at 36 Hallam Street, W. 
There was not enough room to 
accommodate all the young people— 
they numbered well over a hundred 
—who crowded the hall to listen to 
a debate held by the New Jewish 
Society on “ Aldermaston—a _ Reli- 
gious Issue?” (Six members of the 
Society took part in the Aldermaston 
march.) 


A lively and often heated discus- 
sion doudlened immediately after the 
Chairman, Mr. J. Cass, introduced 
the subject. Speaker after speaker 
stressed the danger of atomic tests 
and nuclear explosions. It was prob- 
ably due to emotional involve- 
ment of the participants that the 
specific subject of the debate was 
often forgotten, and they dwelt at 
length on the general aspects of the 
question. 

Those who concentrated on the 
absence of the rabbis in the Alder- 
maston march seemed to take the 
view that the present generation can- 
not expect ecclesiastical leaders, 
reared in the spirit of the Old and 
New Testaments, both of which are 
full of instances of war, to take an 
official stand against the production 
of atomic bombs and nuclear tests. 

Biblical Contradictions 

One of the debaters stated that 
world religions are geared to sacred 
books. The Book of Joshua, for 
instance, “reads like a _ military 
manual. How can you expect an 
Orthodox rabbi to go out and to say 
it is forbidden to take human life ? 
And the same applies to the Christian 
Church.” 

The Old and New Testaments are 
full of contradictions, he went on, 
and one could find in them support 
for the Commandment of not killing 
as well as for a genocide. The 
nuclear issue was, therefore, not a 
religious one.

official opening of the new Dolly Ross 
Holiday Home at Bournemouth and 
the completion of a new staff annex 
at Rokefield, near Dorking, Surrey, 
which owed its existence entirely to 
a donation of £10,000 by Mr. J. Joel. 

Another necessary part of the 
Society’s work, the Chairman con- 
tinued, was the placing of blind 
people in suitable employment. Dur- 
ing the year 13 people had been 
assisted in that way. He appealed to 
employers to engage more blind staff. 

Mr. Alfred announced that the 
Society was planning to open its first 
home for blind people who were 
also senile. In carrying out that task, 
the Society would be the first organi- 
sation to consider the specific problem 
of the senile, one of the most neg- 
lected sections of the community. 

Another future project would be 
the establishment, in association with 
the Manchester Blind Society, of a 
North of England Home for the Blind 
near Southport. A property had been 
acquired, and building work on exten- 
sions would begin soon. 

He continued: “We look to the 
future both with hope and with fear 
—fear that lack of funds (the Society’s 
deficit stands at nearly £55,000) may 
prevent us from carrying out our aims. 

It was announced that Mr. Des- 
mond Tuck was retiring from the 
position of Joint Treasurer, which he 
had held for 30 years. In recognition 
of his 40 years’ service to the Society, 
he was elected a Vice-President.

PRE-PACKED CHICKEN SALE 


APPROVED 
Kashrut Safeguards Provided 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


of pre-packed, 
frozen, ready-for-the-pot kosher 
chickens has now been approved in 
principle, both by the London Beth 
Din and by the National Council of 
Shechita Boards of Great Britain. 
But there will be certain safeguards. 

One is that the chickens may only 
be delivered to and sold by licensed 
kosher butchers, poulterers, and 
grocers under the supervision and 
control of local religious authorities 
or Shechita Boards. 

Another restriction is that provin- 
cial communities must be protected. 
By this it is meant that any Shechita 
Board wishing to allow a poulterer 
to send frozen, kosher chickens into 
another community's town must first 
come to an agreement with the 
Shechita Board or religious authorities 
of that town and have the agreement 
“vetted” by the National Shechita 
Council, 


Chief Rabbi's Support 


These decisions and observations 
were made on Monday at a mecting 
in London of the National Council. 

This was attended by 
Dayan M. Steinberg and Dayan A. L. 
Grossnass. Also present was Mr. S. 
Needoff, President of Manchester 
Shechita Board. It was in Man- 
chester that the marketing -of frozen, 
kosher chickens began recently. 


On April 6, the Council was 
informed, the London Beth Din 
considered the whole issue, and the 
Chief Rabbi then stated that subject 
to acceptance of the idea by. the 
ecclesiastical authorities on religious 
points, and subject again to necessary 
safeguards for kashrut, he would 
support the introduction of such 
chickens. 

The Chief Rabbi stressed at this 
meeting that without proper safe- 
guard smaller provincial communities 


would have their authority 
undermined. 

At Monday's Council mecting 
Dayan Steinberg stated: “Having 


given deep consideration to the 
matter, we have come to the conclu- 
sion that there is no way and no 
reason why we should stop this new 
idea. The Chief Rabbi and the 
Haham have agreed that this should 
be introduced to help the Jewish 
people.”

JEWISH UNITY URGED 
Need for World Executive Body

Dr. M. L. Perizweig arrived at Lon- 
don Airport from Vienna at 5.25 p.m. 
on Monday ; three hours later he was 
addressing the Bnai B'rith First 
Lodge of England, of which he is a 
past President, on “ The Challenge of 
Jewish Unity.” The meeting was held 
in the Council Room of the West 
London Synagogue, Seymour Place, 
W. Bro. Hugh Harris, President of 
the Lodge, was in the chair. 

The idea of Jewish unity, Dr, Perl- 
Zweig said, had not been invented by 
the Zionist Movement or the World 
Jewish Congress. No form of Jewish 
life had any meaning without the 
fxistence of the “commonalty of 
Israel.” While the Roman Catholics 
had a closely knit world-wide organi- 
sation and the World Council of 

hurches united all Protestants, there 
Was no comparable Jewish organisa- 


lion, although the World Jewish Con- . 


Bress united Jewish communities or 
Organisations in over sixty countries. 
ut there was still no unity in the 
US.A, the United Kingdom, and 
France, and that constituted a very 
Serious weakness. 
internatiqnal scene was “ lit- 
a with a variety of Jewish bodies 
caling with particular subjects—Ger- 
many, Austria, Egypt, for example.

that the conference, in the course of 
its two-year experimental period, 
would be reconstituted for executive 
action. It was no secret, however, 
that at least one body, the Board of 
Deputies, had taken the line that it 
would do no more than join a con- 
sultative body and would never agree 
to the establishment of a world body 
with executive function. 

The speaker also referred to 
“strenuous efforts” on the part of 
the W.J.C. to bring the Jewries of 
Eastern Europe and Spain into the 
common life of the Jewish people 
everywhere. It was hoped that at the 
forthcoming W.J.C. plenary assembly 
in Stockholm as many Jewries as pos- 
sible would be represented. He added : 
“We will not only not take part in the 
‘cold war’ but will try to bridge the 
gulf between the two combinations 
dividing the world.” At Stockholm 
one of the items to be discussed would 
be atomic energy, not as a destructive 
force but as a unifying one. It was 
hoped that scientists from the Soviet 
Union and from the West would 
speak on this issue from the W.J.C. 
platform. 

He concluded: “I believe that the 
Jewish people faces a great and 
creative future, and that its task ts 
not only to defend its own interests 
but also to make its contribution to 


the advancement of mankind.”

LOOKING AFTER THE BRIDE

The need for brides to have a 
proper room on the synagogue 
premises. equipped with dressing- 
table, mirror, etc., to prepare them- 
selves for the chuppa was stressed 
by members at the annual mecting of 
the Willesden Synagogue. The Finan- 
cial Representative, Mr. H. Liss, said 
that, with a little luck, there would 
be the same number of weddings 
(and income from them) at the syna- 
gogue in the coming year as in the 
previous one. 

Mr. Marcusfeld criticised the 
Board of Management for starting to 
build a communal hall with class- 
rooms at a cost of £50,000 when there 
was an urgent need for a youth centre 
in the North-West London area. The 
Senior Warden, Mr. J. Cinna, who 
presided, said that it was not the 
responsibility of the Willesden Syna- 
gogue to cater for North-West 
London youth, but he was willing to 
join with other local synagogues in 
a project to build a youth centre. 

Presenting the accounts at the 
Edgware Synagogue, Mr. R. Kandler, 
Financial Representative, reported a 
revenue of £17,469, with a deficit of 
£2.998. He announced that the 
synagogue would be formally 
consecrated later this year. 

Mr. S. Domb urged that something 
be done about the poor attendance 
at the children’s services, which had 
fallen from 120 to fewer than 50. 
He also complained of the large 
number of young people standing 
outside the synagogue instead of 
attending the service. To encourage 
new blood among the officers he sug- 
gested there should be a gentleman's 
agreement that no one should hold 
office for more than six years. 


A resolution “that a youth service 
conducted by young people take place 
in the synagogue every six months” 
was adopted at the annual meeting of 
the Golders "Green Synagogue. 

A motion that the whole annual 
report. presented by Mr. M. Laufer. 
who presided, should be _ referred 
back, was submitted by Mr. L. J. 
Rubin, who formerly conducted the 
children’s services. Mr. Rubin said 
that the references in the report to 
his relinquishing his duties were 
inaccurate. A statement was made 
about this by Mr. S. Craig. a Warden. 
Thirteen members voted for the 
reference back, which was rejected. 

The highest attendance for 20 years 
-—-75 out of a total membership of 
688—was reported at the annual 
meeting of the Stoke Newington 
Synagogue. Seven.women cast their 


votes but only four of them stayed 
for the meeting. 

Mr. S, Kurrant, Warden, who pre- 
sided, reported a larger number of 
young worshippers, the formation of 
a parents’ association, and a record 
response to the Kol Nidre .appeal. 

The minister, the Rev. E. Morris, 
however, declared that the congrega- 
tion was fighting a losing battle. Its 
quality was deteriorating, because 
many of its best members were mov- 
ing out of the neighbourhood. 
Although Sabbath morning atten- 
dances were still fairly good, they 
were nevertheless on the wane. 

Mr. Morris called for greater 
liaison between the minister and the 
Board of Management. 

Presenting the accounts, Mr. L. 
Mindel, the Financial Representative, 
announced a deficit of £2,000. “We 
are strong in numbers,” he said, 
“but weak in pocket. Our members 
cannot afford the more expensive seats, 
but there is a waiting list for those at 
lower prices.” 

About sixty members of the one 
thousand-strong Hackney congrega- 
tion were present at the annual 
meeting of the synagogue (Brenthouse 
Road, E.9). Eight women came to 
vote and three of these remained for

the meeting. one seconding the 
adoption of the financial report. 

There seemed to be some difficulty 
in obtaining scrutineers. Members 
seemed unwilling and a little nervous; 
and had to be gently coaxed into 
volunteering. 

The Senior Warden, Mr. L. 
Abrahams, who presided, complained 
that too many congregants looked cn 
the synagogue merely as “ another 
insurance policy,” while giving little 
support to its social and cultural 
activities. 

Two new Wardens and a new 
Financial Representative were elected 
at the annual meeting of the St. 
John’s Wood Synagogue. The two 


retiring Wardens had been in office 
for’ eight and five years respectively. 

Mr. Leonard Stern, one of the 
retiring Wardens, who presided, stated 
that the synagogue’s new communal 
hall would be — by September 
for additional Holy-day services, and 
that the classrooms would be ready 
for occupation by the end of the 
year. He added, however, that over 
50 per cent of the members had not 
contributed to the building fund. 

In a statement on the pending High 
Court action between the synagogue'’s 
Reader, the Rev. M. E. Hertzberg, 
and the United Synagogue, Mr. Stern 
said that, in spite of recent press 
reports, the Hon. Officers and Mr. 
Hertzberg were on the best of terms. 

A record income of £24,216—the 
highest of all the constituent syna- 
gogues—-was reported. 

According to the accounts, the 
synagogue, which has 1,179 members 
employs minyan-men at a cost of 
£186. 


New Classrooms 


A scheme to rebuild the Synagogue 
Hall and classrooms at an approxi- 
mate cost of £75,000, was presented 
to the annual meeting of Hampstead 
Garden Suburb Synagogue. The 
Chairman, Mr. A. Fishman, spoke of 
the urgent need to provide sufficient 
accommodation for the ever-growing 
number ‘of children on the classes 
register. There were also plans for 
two flats for synagogue officials. The 
meeting unanimously approved the 
scheme. 

A Board of Management recom- 
mendation that the Rev. P. Faigen- 
blum be elected to fill the vacancy 
for Reader was carried by a large 
majority at the annual meeting of the 
Cricklewood Synagogue. 

Mr. M. Flansberg, Financial Repre- 
sentative. presented the accounts for 
1958, which showed a final surplus 
of £248. 

Mr. S. Cohen, Chairman of the 
Education Committee, in his report, 
drew attention to the classes that had 
been formed for instruction in Kosher 
Cookery and in spoken Hebrew. 

Mr. Morris Kutner, Chairman of 
the Building Committee, reported at 
the annual meeting of the Wembley 
Synagogue that some £6,500 had been 
raised during the year. The Com- 
mittee had yet to raise £1,650 by the 
end of June, 1959, and £7,000 by the 
end of December, 1959, in order to 
meet its obligations with the United 
Synagogue. The Committee had 
further to raise £2,500 per annum for 
the next seven years in order to clear 
the special short-term loan granted 
by the United Synagogue. 

At the annual meeting of the South 
Tottenham Hebrew Congregation a 
resolution, submitted by Mr. M. Mar- 
mot, was adopted that the communal 
hall be rebuilt. To help finance the 
project a contribution of £5 will be 
levied on all members.

QUMRAN THEORIES 
CHALLENGED 


Dr. Theodor Gaster’s Appraisal 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Current theories on the origin of the 
Dead Sea Scrolls and historical infer- 
ences drawn therefrom were ‘chal- 


lenged last week by Dr. Theodor H. 


Gaster, Professor of Comparative 
Religion at Dropsie College for 
Hebrew and Cognate Learning. 
In two lectures, given under the 
auspices of the Hebrew Department 
of University Coljege, London, Pro- 
fessor Gaster (author of the book, 
“The Scriptures of the Dead Sea 
Sect) stated that there had been 
too ready an acceptance of current 
theories regarding the origin and pur- 
port of the documents found in the 
Qumran caves. 

“Never in the history of biblical 
science have so many said so much 
about so little,” he said. The Scrolls 


a 


had become a topic of enormous sen- 
sationalism, and he added jokingly, 
his own book had sold so many copies 
because some people thought that they 
were buying “the pocket diary of 
Jesus.” 

Dr. S. Stein, head of the Univer- 
sity College Hebrew Department. who 
presided, had earlier told the large 
gathering in the Gustave Tuck Theatre 
that “ The Scriptures of the Dead Sea 
Sect ” had already sold 120,000 copies 
in the United States alone. 

Professor Gaster said that most 
scholars agreed that the documents 
found in the caves were the records 
of some kind of austere and ascetic 
sect which had settled in Qumran in 
the hope of experiencing a new revela- 
tion and of establishing a new church. 
They also assumed that the documents 
dated to a large extent to the period 
of the birth of Christianity. The basis 
for that general view was that the 
documents had been found in caves 
near a building which scholars had 
assumed to be the monastery of the 
Qumran sect and that they had come 
from its library. They had also 
assumed that certain passages in the 
Scrolls alluded to events in the history 
of that sect and to the career of its 
founding father. the so-called Teacher 
of Righteousness. 

Challenging all these assumptions, 
the lecturer pointed owt that in the 
1,000 fragments that had been found 
so far there was not a single record 
appertaining to the economic hfe of 
the community. Neither was there 
mention of a single name, a single 
deposit of money. or a single purchase 
of any necessities of life—all of which 
was searcely conceivable were the 
Scrolls to be regarded as the record 
of a whole community. Secondly, 
there was no reference in the Scrolls 
to any building used for religious pur- 
poses or of any community specifically 
located at Qumran. 

Turning to what he called “ the 
internal evidence of the documents 
themselves” Professor Gaster said

and those which had been attributed 
to the Essenes by Philo and Josephus. 
On his own theory these discrepancies 
could be readily explained on the 
assumption that while Philo and 
Josephus were cescribing an ae 
community. the Dead Sea Scrolls 
were portravine an ideal one. 

Professor Gaster. who is a son of 
the late Haham. left for the Umied 
States about 20 vears ago. He has 
come to Britain for a short period as 
the first Montaeve Burton 
Lecturer at Leeds University.

She left schoo! at sixteen, 
immediately married a man 
called Tuck, and left him, with 
their nine-month-old son, to tlt 
at New York. “ They had what 
you called the Tenderloin Dis- 
trict: it was a whole section of 
clubs down in the cellars. That 
was the night-club life of New 
York at that time. Well, in 
order to get into this place—and 
1 was fresh from the country, a 
young star—you had to be of 
age. They threw me. out, 
because | was under age, so the 
next day | put make-up on and 
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they thought I was 22. You had 
to go up there night after night 
and sit around for audition. It 
wasn't easy, it wasn't easy. 

_ “| was a great one for observ- 
ing and learning the ropes, learn- 
ing the tricks. I knocked around 
New York in 1906, 1907, then I 
got into a burlesque show, then 
into the Ziegfeld Follies of 1909, 
then I went into competitive 
variety, and that was the keynote 
of my success.”

“f-am glad to say I have never 
met any Israeli who does this, and it 
is regrettable that this kind of atti- 
tude should come from a member of 
our own community. In Israel 1 am 
sure there is an overwhelming desire 
for the best kind of co-operation 
between Israc! and the Jewish com- 
munities outside, and there is 
especially a great admiration for the 
many good qualities of the Anglo- 
Jewish community. Many of us wish 
to see the link between Israel and 
Anglo-Jewry greatly strengthened, but 
Mr. Woolf Perry and some of his 
colleagues are not helping.”

A reply to Mr. Ben-Gurion 


Dear PriMe MINISTER, 


Is it possible that you are 
not familiar with the classic 
definition of a Jew—some- 
one who always answers a 
question by asking another? 
Anyway, was your question 
really necessary? What's wrong 
with the traditional definition— 
a Jew(ess) is the son (daughter) 
of a Jewish mother? 

You say: “The Government 
has decided that the religion 
(my italics) or nationality of an 
adult shall be registered as 
‘Jewish’ if he declares in good 
faith that he is a Jew and does 
not adhere to another religion.” 

Takke? Iam not a religious 
Jew, but I can sympathise with 
the indignation with which 
religious Jews will have read the 
Israeli Government's pronuncia- 


mento. The question of 
nationality is a difficult one 
(though the difficulties are 


largely verbal, I feel) and can 
be discussed—but religion? 


* * * 


You say that “the opinion 
has been expressed ” that “ this 
registration [of the nationality 
and religion (my italics) of 
children born of mixed marri- 
ages] should not be governed 
by ‘purely religious’ criteria.” 
How else can the registration of 
religion be governed than by 
“purely religious” criteria? It 
is like saying that the registra- 
tion of sex should not be 
governed by purely’ sexual 
criteria, or that the registration 
of statistics. should not be 
governed by purely statistical 
criteria. 


if, as you. assert, “the 
Register is a civil one and does 
not serve for religious pur- 


poses,” why the insistence, in 
registering an adult's nationality 
as Jewish, on his not adhering 
to another religion? Why not 
register an adult’s nationality as 
Jewish and his religion’ as 
Christian or Moslem if, though 
Jewish by birth, he professes a 
Christian or Islamic religion? 
Can it be, my dear Prime 
Minister, that even you—with 
respect—feel that there are 
limits to “purely nationalist ” 
criteria of Jewishness ? Mela, a 
Jewish free-thinker, a Jewish 
apikores—loz shoin zein; but a 
Jewish Christian, a Jewish 
Moslem—does that stick in your 
gullet, too? 

The truth is that Jewish reli- 
gion, although in this day and 
age no longer inseparable from 
Jewish nationality, as _ the 
“others” in your letter main- 
tain, nevertheless for some two 
thousand years’ constituted, 
together with the common 
ancestry of its practitioners, the 
strongest of the interwoven 
strands of common descent, reli- 
gion, history, and language 
which made up the fourfold 
cord, never to be broken in spite 
of the absence of a common soil, 
of the Jewish nation. 

Until the beginning of the

nineteenth century, roughly, the 
Talmudic dictum held good: 
Yisrael v’oraita chad ninhu, the 
people of Israel and the reli- 
gion of Israel are one. The great 
majority of Jews shared a com- 
mon ancestry—notwithstanding 
the ipse dixits of some Gentile 
“authorities” (eg. Julian 
Huxley and A. C. Haddon, in 
“We Europeans”) there had 
been very little interbreeding 
between Jews and other peoples 
—and professed a common 
religion. Christianity, per 
contra, was professed by peoples 
of varying ancestry—Latins, 
Teutons, Scandinavians, and 
Siavs. Only the people descended 
predominantly from the Jewish 
Hasmonean State of the first 
century B.c.E. (see Cecil Roth, 
“ A Short History of the Jewish 
People,” London, 1948 ; p. 79), 
professed the Jewish religion. 
The Falashas, Bene Israel, etc., 
are insignificant exceptions. 
Yisrael v'oraita chad ninhu: 
for nineteen centuries the Jewish 
people and the Jewish religion 
were one. 

The nineteenth century saw a 
radical change. What had been 
held to be the truths of Judaism 
were increasingly rejected by 
emancipated Jews. Herzl and 
Nordau, the fathers of the 
Jewish State, were Jews by 
descent ; they were not religious 
Jews. “Faith unites us,” said 
Herzl, “knowledge gives us 
freedom” (“ The Jewish State,” 
London, 1946; p. 71). To 
Nordau religion was one of the 
“conventional lies of civilisa- 
tion.” Techernichovski, in his 
moving credo-poem, affirmed his 
faith in man and the Jewish 
people, but not in God. 


* 


Mai ka mashma lan? What 
does all this teach us? That a 
Jew by descent, be he a Herzl 
or a Nordau or a_ Tcherni- 
chovski, be he a Freud or a 
Zangwill or a Golding, remains 
a Jew even if he is an apikores, 
but not if he has “ gone over ” 
to Christianity or Islam. Our 
historical awareness of the 
identity, for nearly two millen- 
nia, of Jewry and Judaism, of 
Yisrael and oraita, is too strong 
for the paradox of “ Christian ” 
or “Moslem” Jews to be 
endured. (I take jit we need 
not concern ourselves’ with 
“ Buddhist” Jews or similar 
curiosa.) 

It is because of this historical 
awareness that, even in this day 
and age, when Jewry and 
Judaism are not one, you can- 
not call a man a Jew who pro- 
fesses a religion, in the sense 
in which that word js usually 
understood, which is not one of 
the recognised forms of the 
Jewish religion—Orthodox, Con- 
servative, Reconstructionist, 
Reform, or Liberal Judaism. 
And although many Jews no 
longer accept religion as the 
most important criterion of a 


person's Jewish nationality, the 
religious “sub-conscious” of 
the great majority of Jews is 
strong enough for them not to 
wish to challenge the traditional, 
religious definition of a Jew. 
(That in this definition its sub- 
ject should not adhere to a 
non-Jewish religion goes with- 
out saying.) 

It has been left to you, my 
dear Prime Minister, to chal- 
lenge this definition. I do not 


say that you have done so 
simply to provoke religious 
Jewry, tzelookhess. 1 can see 


valid reasons for desiring to 
register the nationality—though 
not the religion—of every 
inhabitant of Israel and of every 
Isracli subject. Israel, the Jewish 
State, is still at war with the 


Arab countries, and  salus 
reipublice prima lex. AS a 
general principle it can be 


assumed that a Jew’s allegiance 
to the Jewish State will be 
stronger than an Arab’s or, 
indeed, any non-Jew’s. 
why it is legitimate to register 
a person's nationality, by which 
you and I mean, not his citizen- 
ship, Staatsangehdrigkeit—which 
is what the word means in 
offictal English usage—but the 
People to which he belongs, his 
Volkstum (l'om, am, umma). 
But I am very unhappy about 
registering a person's religion, 
nor can I see why it should be 
necessary. 


* * 


A person professing no reli- 
gion, whose mother or father 
was or is Jewish, could be regis- 
tered, with his consent, as of 
Hebrew nationality. For security 
purposes the registration of 
nationality should be sufficient. 
Hebrews should have complete 
parity with Jews under the Law 
of Return and near-parity as 
regards their presumed allegi- 
ance to the Jewish State. I am 
aware that the use of the word 
“ Hebrew ” is open to objection. 
It suggests, I know, “1 am an 
Hebrew ; and I fear the Lord,” 
which is what non-religious 
persons do not do. But one 
could get used to “ Hebrew” 
having a purely national, not 
religious, connotation. 

Sof davar, somme toute: Lo 
b'alef rabbati! Emphatically 
no! I have not the slightest 
doubt that you, who have s:t 
the Jewish people and the whole 
world an example of the most 
magnificent courage, will be 
courageous enough to admit that 
in this instance you have erred. 
Kach ya'avor za’am—thus shall 
“the indignation be overpast,” 
and your energies released for 
the pressing tasks ahead.

ARMS TO BE SENT 
TO IRAQ 


British Aircraft and Tanks

There was a storm of protest from 
Labour M.P.s in the Commons on 
Monday when Mr. J. D. Prorumo, 
Minister of State for Foreign Affairs, 
announced that British arms were 
to be supplied to Iraq. 

He said that General Kassem, in 
making the request for further arms, 
including aircraft and tanks, explicitly 
said that he wished Britain to remain 
one of the main sources of supply to 
Iraqi forces, 

Mr. Profumo said the Government 
had agreed to issue export licences to 
the English Electric Company for the 
supply of a limited number of aircraft 
if financial arrangements could be 
made. The Government had also 
informed the Iragi Government that 
they were ready authorise 
negotiations for the delivery of a 
reasonable quantity of other arms, 
including tanks. Details were under 
discussion between the _ British 
Ambassador in Baghdad and the Iraqi 
authorities, 

Mr. EMANUEL SHINWELL (Lab., 
Easington) asked whether the pro- 
vision of arms to Iraq meant that 
Britain was now prepared to supply 
arms to any Middle East country, 
including Israel. 

Mr. Profumo replied that that 
question was very much wider than 
the subject. The House was discuss- 
ing the supply of arms to Iraq. “ We 
believe the action we have taken is 
generally designed to maintain 
Stability in the Middle East.” 

Mr. ANEURIN BEVAN (Lab., Ebbw 
Vale) referred to Mr. Kruschev’s 
Statements that there should be a 
general embargo on the supply of 
arms to all nations in the Middle 
East, and asked if that had been dis- 
cussed with the Russian authorities. 

Mr. Profumo said that he did not 
think a general embargo on the supply 
of arms to the Middle East was 
practical.

ISRAEL’S ONE-SIDED 
TIES WITH U.S.A.

New York 

An evaluation of Israeli relations 
with the United Nations, with the 
United States, and with the American 
Jewish community was given by Mr. 
Eban in his farewell conference with 
the Jewish and Israeli press at the 
Israeli Consulate here last week. 

Describing the U.N. approach to 
Israel as “ episodic rather than funda- 
mental,” Mr. Eban nevertheless 
expressed the view that “the total 
effect of the U.N. on Israel has been 
profound and on balance deeply 
beneficial.” 

Speaking of U.S.A. grant-in-aid to 
Israel, Mr. Eban expressed confidence 
that this would be restored and said 
that, perhaps, this issue had caused 
more concern than it really deserved. 
He was “impressed with the ele- 
ments of consistency” in U.S.A. 
policy towards Israel, although 
basically the American position was a 
conservative status quo approach. 

Referring to Israeli relations with 
American Jewry the retiring Ambassa- 
dor emphasised the need to recognise 
American Jewry as “an organic and 
inseparable part of the American com- 
munity.” He suggested further that 
there are “limitations to. American 
Jewish identity with Israel.” He 
indicated some concern that relation- 
ships between American Jewry and 
Isracl were rather one sided, with 
most of U.S. Jewry taking a positive 
approach to Israel, while many Israelis 
had a negative approach to American 
Jews.

Israeli Bank Chairman’s Warning 


From a Correspondent 


Radical changes are necessary in 
Israel's economic policies if a healthy 
and self-supporting economy is to be 
achieved. This warning note was 
struck in the annual address to. the 
shareholders of the Bank Leumi, 
Israel's largest bank, by the Chair- 
man, Dr. Y, Foerder. There was an 
urgent need for rapid liberalisation 
of the economy if Israel was to 
expand, or even maintain, its exports 
to Europe, its main market, he said. 

Dr. Foerder, a former Knesset 
Member for the Progressive Party, 
stressed that Israel's chronic balance 
of payments deficit (which amounted 
to $340 million in 1958) and the 
continual state of inflation had to be 
remedied if economic health were to 
be restored. Full employment and 
more factories could not make up for 
these defects, he warned. 


Order of Priorities 


He called for the drawing up of 
an over-all economic programme with 
an order of priorities, within which 
Government interference would be 
limited and economic forces given 
freer _ play. Within such a 
programme, investment projects of 
the public and private sectors would 
be co-ordinated, and the Government 
would guide the economy by means 
of fiscal, monetary. and credit policies, 
Direct Government participation in 
production and investment should be 
re-examined, and the Government 
should avoid any further expansion 
of State-controlled enterprises save in 
quite exceptional circumstances. 

“To put our affairs on a sound 
basis we must set in motion all

URGED

Mr. M. Ashkenasy, Q.C., the Presi- 
dent of the Executive Council of Aus- 
tralian Jewry, has requested the 
Federal Treasurer, Mr. Harold Holt, 
for tax concessions for people receiv- 
ing compensation payments from 
Germany.

Dr. Foerder claimed that to 
rejuvenate the economy it is neces 
sary to attract Jarge-scale private 
investment from abroad, which 
requires political stability and 
security. monetary stability and 
reasonable profitability of  enter- 
prise. Inflationary wage increases 
had to be stopped if the currency is 
to be stabilised. In order to attract 
capital from. the Jewish middle 
classes abroad and to mobilise savings 
inside the country, the speaker called 
for radical reforms of the taxation 
system. 

Too large a proportion of short- 
term credits were granted to the 
Government, the Histadrut, and 
other non-private enterprises, such as 
local authorities and -the Jewish 
Agency, and insufficient was left for 
small and medium enterprises, Dr. 
Foerder complained. He called for 
a reform of the credit system which 
would permit greater flexibility and 
better distribution of credits within 
an over-all system of control.

OTTAWA 

Statistics issued by the Canadian 
Department of Citizenship and Imm- 
gration show that 2,895 Jews settled 
in this country during 1958. Of these 
Jewish immigrants, 503 -were trom 
Israel, 355 from Britain, 386 from 
Poland, 241 from Hungary, and 228 
from Morocco. Six hundred and five 
Jews left the United States to settle 
in Canada. Jewish immigrants came 
here from 28 countries. 

There is a waiting list of 3.000 
Israelis who have registered for entry 
to Canada, the Department states. 
During 1958 a total of 1,314 former 
Isracli nationals were granted Cana 
dian citizenship. This is a tremendous 
increase over 1957, when only 260 
Israelis were naturalised in Canada.

—_—— German Jews in Brazil 


SANCTUARY BECOMES HOME 


In the "thirties the thousands of 
German Jewish refugees escaping 
Nazi persecution found new homes 
in all corners of the world from 
Shanghai to New York. One of 
the countries which offered them 
both a refuge and a strong con- 
trast to their previous way of life 
was Brazil. . 

It is difficult to ima two 
cultures less alike the 
Tevonic and the Latin-American. 
Rut thousands of German Jews 
settied in Brazil. In Sao Paulo, 
the second city of Brazil, about 
12,000 German Jews had settled by 
the outbreak of war. The story 
of how these German refugees 
settied into their new life was told 
in London. by “one of them, Dr. 
Alfred Hirschberg, who is now 
Fxecutive Director of the United 
Jewish Appeal in Sao Paulo. 

When the German Jews arrived 
in Sao Paulo they found that 
about 20,000 Jews—predominantly 
of Fast European origin—had pre- 


ceded them. Following the 
strange chological laws which 
persist in dividing the Jewish

minority into even smaller splinter 
eroups, these Jews had organised a 
score of small communities—each 
independently equipped with a 
synagogue, cheder and cemetery. 
According to Dr. Hirschberg, the 
German Jewish arrivals would 
have liked to build up a great and 
united Jewish congregation. But 
the tradition of “™landmann- 
schaften” had already taken root 


in Sao Paulo—and in their turn 
the German Jews were to establish 
their own community and 
organisation. 

n the 20 years which have 
elapsed since their arrival in 
Brazil. the German Jews have 


built up—with typical thorough- 


ness—an all-embracing communal 
organisation. They do not only 
have their synagogue—but also 


their own welfare organisations. 
The community—which is now 
called “Congregacion Israelite 
Paulista” recently opened its own 
centre, an imposing seven-storey 
building. That the former 
refugees have prospered material- 
ly is shown by the fact that they 
contributed £2,500,000 for the 
erection of old-age homes and a 
hospital. Contributions to Israel 
are on an equally generous scale— 
and organised on the basis of a 
communal tax, 


* . 


In a sense this community has 
only changed its geographical 
location—nothing else. As Dr. 
Hirschberg put it “these Jews had 
once assimilated to German cul- 
ture, but they could undergo 
another assimilation.” The syna- 
gogue, incidentally, follows the 
pattern of the German Reform 
congregations. Its rabbi  un- 
ashamedly parks his car before 
the synagogue on Shabbat, and 
does not observe kashrut. But the 
Synagogue attracts regular and 
large attendances, especially on 
Fridays, when there is a high pro- 


portion of youthful worshi 

While there was little iadece 
ment for an adult who came from 
Germany to assimilate to the 
Brazilian way of life, there is far 
more danger of assimilation in the 
second generation now growing up 
in the community. Unlike their 
parents they have spent the greater 
proportion of their lives in Brazil, 
attended Brazilian schools and 
feel “at home” in a way that 
their parents never could. As a 
first step to combat the dangers 
of assimilation via intermarriage, 
the congregation has built a 
luxurious social centre for its 
= This building cost several 

undred thousand unds—but 
no money is spared to attract 
youth to stay within the 
community. 

Nearly a gozen Jewish primary 
schools now exist in the city, and 
there are also two Jewish secon- 
mn | schools. There is an acute 
problem of finding teachers, as 
the community cannot expect to 
recruit Portuguese-speaking tea- 
chers from abroad. Young 
Brazilian Jews who desire higher 
Jewish study must go to the 
United States. The Brazilian 
community is concerned about 
their future leaders. Students who 
f° to the United States may well 

tempted to take up positions 
there, as spiritual leaders can com- 
mand considerably higher material 
benefits there than in Sao Paulo. 

The flow of emigrants to Israel 
from Brazil, which in the past was 
relatively high, is unlikely to con- 
tinue, according to Dr. Hirschberg. 
Those who went on aliya belonged 
to the intermediate generation, 
that had come to Brazil as young 
men and women—too old to settle 
down to life in Brazil, too young 
to accept it as their final home. 
They needed an outlet for their 
idealism and found it in the State 
of Israel. But the younger 
generation, born and bred in 
Brazil, is unlikely to emigrate in 
large numbers. They encounter 
little antisemitism in a multiracial 
society. In fact, the possession 
of a Jewish grandmother is a mark 
of distinction denoting “ white” 
ancestry ! 


The community is increasing in 
size. In recent years there has 
been quite a large Jewish immi- 
gration into Brazil. About 5,000 
Jews have settled in Rio de 
Janeiro and Sao Paulo in the last 
two years. The majority are 
Hungarian or Egyptian refugees— 
but there are also 900 Israelis 
among this number. Dr. Hirsch- 
berg estimates that in the next 50 
years the Jewish community in 
Sao Paulo will have doubled in 
size. Most of the increase would 
be due to natural increase. At 
the moment the birthrate is high— 
averaging four per family. Dr. 


Hirschberg believes that the Ger- 
man Reform-style congregation 
will be a model for future Brazi- 


lian Jewish communities. There 
is still, however, an area in Sao 
Paulo predominantly inhabited by 
Orthodox Jews where all the sho

Now they are adopting almost 
diametrically opposed positions. 
They demand that Nasser be sup- 
ported on the grounds that he its 
the best bastion against Russian 
and Communist infiltration in the 
whole region; that Kassems pro- 
Communist régime should be 
pushed as hard as possible what- 
ever the consequences. They 
assure us that Nasser “is our best 
bet “—to quote Roy Jenkins, M.P., 
one of Labour's leading spokesmen 
on that question—and must be 
given support against other Arab 
Governments, including Kassem’s. 

If Nasser has failed in his 
unaided, or Soviet-aided, bid for 
hegemony in the Arab world, the 
argument goes, all the more reason 
for Britain to “ back Arab unity ~ 
as represented by Nasser. 

What emotional involvement is 
it that draws spokesmen for the 
“forces of the future” in this 
country to lost causes of this kind ? 
The answer probably lics outside 
the realm of politics.

The Bank Leumi’s annual state- 
ments have traditionally passed 
judgment on the Israeli economy 
without sparing those responsible 
for shortcomings.

GERMANS SETTLE CLAIMS 
Trust Corporation’s Progress Report 


By a Correspondent 


Tremendous progress has been 
made in recovering former Jewish 
communal property and securing 
compensation for damaged and des- 
troyed communal property in the 
former British Zone of Germany and 
the British Sector of Berlin. 

This was made clear at the eighth 
annual meeting of the Jewish Trust 
Corporation, held in London recently 
under the chairmanship of Sir Henry 
d’'Avigdor Goldsmid.  M.P. The 
report showed that only 77 of the 
46.000 claims lodged by the Corpora- 
tion still await decision. 

So far the Corporation has received 
over 120m. marks (about £10m.) 
as a result of its activities. Of this 
more than half—over 67m. marks 
has been allocated to the four groups 
who act for the Corporation—the 
Jewish Agency (over 29m. marks), 
Central British Fund (nearly 17m. 
marks), American Joint Distribution 
Committee (nearly 15m. marks), and 
the Leo Baeck Charitable Trust 
(nearly 7m. marks). 


Payment to Communities 


Altogether over 102m. marks has 
been distributed. In addition to the 
organisations mentioned above, pay- 
ments have been made to the Jewish 
communities in Germany and affili- 
ated organisations, the newly estab- 
lished Jewish Communal Fund for 
North-West Germany, the B'nai 
B'rith, persons who failed to submit 
restitution claims before the time- 
limit expired, the Equity Hardship 
Fund, and the Israeli’ Ministry of 
Religious Affairs, which received a 
special grant of 500,000 marks during 
the year under review for the 
furtherance of religious life. As Mr. 
H. O. Joseph, the Treasurer. told the 
meeting. this is an impressive record 
of achievement, one far exceeding the 
expectations of the sponsoring bodies 
when the Corporation was formed. 

Global settlements on claims for 
destroyed and damaged communal 
property were concluded with the 
Hamburg and Lower Saxony. authori- 
ties, and negotiations for similar 
agreements are in progress with 
Schleswig-Holstein and North Rhine- 
Westphalia, where the bulk of 
damaged Jewish property was 
situated. The Corporation hopes that 
global settlements will result in the 


closure of this particular chaptc of 
the compensation story by the ena 
of the year.

Two Musical Successes

JOHANNESBURG 

Important pioneering work is being 
done by young South African Jewish 
artists im encouraging, developing, 
and promoting original musical talent 
among the African population. For 
years past there have been individuals 
and groups among Africans who 
were active in the musical field, but 
owing to social and political condi- 
tions in South Africa their activities 
seldom reached large audiences. 

The recent performance of “ King 
Kong,” a jazz opera, based on the 
life of an African, took the countr 
by storm. The performers were all 
Africans, but the production was in 
the hands of Europeans with a pre- 
dominantly large number of Jews. 

Harry Bloom, novelist and author 
of the famous book “ Episode,” 
wrote the story. Stanley Glasser, a 
young Jewish composer, arranged and 
orchestrated the music. Leon Gluck- 
man, a prominent actor and the son 
of Dr. H. Gluckman, a former mem- 
ber of the South African Cabinet, 
was the producer. The sets were 
designed by artist Arthur Goldreich. 

The entire rformance was 
regarded as a major achievement in 
South African art. 

The success of “ King Kong” was 
followed by another effort to 
encourage African talent. Joseph 
Friedland, a promising young musi- 
cian, who was recently appointed 
choirmaster and musical director of 
the Great Synagogue, Johannesburg, 
collected three of the best African 
choirs, including two church choirs, 
and gave a performance of Handel's 
“Messiah” at the City Hall. Mr. 
Friedland conducted the choir, con- 
sisting of 130 singers, and the 
orchestra. The performance proved 
so successful, that many repeat per- 
formances had to be arranged in 
Johannesburg’s biggest hall and 
hundreds were turned away.

ROUND THE HOME RESORTS: 
BOURNEMOUTH 


By “GREEN FLAG” 


Bournemouth, in my view, is Anglo- 
Jewry’s holiday showplace, containing 
as it does so many large Jewish hotels, 
catering for, it is estimated, at least 
10,000 Jewish visitors (as distinct from 
day (rippers, who give their support 
either to Southend or Brighton) each 
year. This resort is the stronghold of 
the Beth Din Kashrus Commission. 
there being no fewer than four estab- 
lishments under its supervision. There 
are also well over a dozen other hotels 
or guest houses which, while not 
supervised, nevertheless claim to be 
run on strictly kosher lines. 

There is a flourishing resident 
Jewish community in Bournemouth 
numbering about 500 families. They 
are guided by an active and popular 
President, Mr. Henry Solomon. The 
Orthodox Synagogue, the minister of 
which is Rabbi J. Indech. is in 
Wootton Gardens, a difficult-to-find 
cul-de-sac off the Old Christchurch 
Road. The nearest landmark is 
Trinity Church. There is a Reform 
Synagogue at 53, Christchurch Road. 
a continuation of Old Christchurch 
Road. The members have the 
spiritual guidance of the Rev. S. I. 
Solomons. Both Rabbi Indech and 
Mr. Solomons will be found always 
ready to help the visiting inquirer. 

The resident Jewish community is 
mainly a middle-aged one, so that 
there is not the large, active Jewish 
youth groups that are present else- 
where. However, there is a Youth 
Chapter of the B’naj B'rith, the lead- 
ing spirit of which is Mr. Barrington 
Myers. There is a great deal of 
Zionist activity in the town, and this 
year's J.P.A. appeal is to be opened 

y a banquet and a big fashion show. 

A rather curious situation surrounds 
the matter of synagogue attendance. 
So many of the large hotels have 
their own synagogues that the official

laces of worship do not get the 
arge congregations that might be 
expected. For instance, none of the 
big hotels at Westcliff-on-Sea have a 
Synagogue ; thus the two synagogues 
in the town are, in the holiday season, 
packed with visitors. This is not 
the case at Bournemouth, where local 
Jewish residents themselves often 
attend the synagogues at near-by 
Jewish hotels for regular worship. 
Sometimes difficulties arise when one 
or other or perhaps all of the hotel 
Synagogues cannot each muster a 
minyan. In which case a diplomatic 
job of pooling congregants has to be 
undertaken ! 

Bournemouth has some of the best 
Jewish hotels in the world, two of 
them vying with the plush palaces in 
New York's Catskills (“ The Borscht 
Belt") and at fabulous Miami. The 
Bournemouth Jewish hoteliers wisely

ack into maintenance and improve- 
ment. One scheme now being under- 
taken is a real eye-opener, and when 
the builders have finished their work 
in a few weeks’ time this particular 
hotel will, I think, be rated as one 
of the best in Europe, Jewish or non- 
Jewish. 


Preparing for Shavuot 


1 am happy to report that this 
charming resort had many visitors for 
Pesach and is now busily preparing 
for the influx for Shavuot and a 
record-breaking summer season. And 
if the weather continues to be like 
it was when I visited the town last 
week then wonderful holiday days 
are in store. 

Bournemouth has a mild, all-the- 
year-round climate—if one feels jaded 
or run down at any time of the year 
it is the place most likely to be with- 
out weather drawbacks. It has been 
rightly said that the town is set in 
a natural garden, since one seventh 
of the borough consists of public 
parks and open spaces, filled with 
flowers and evergreens and, of course, 
the famous pines. The town has a 
well-deserved reputation as being the 
winter haven of sufferers from 
respiratory troubles. It is not a gaudy 
town, its pleasures being sedate and 
cultured, as witness the support given 
to its famous municipal orchestra.

Coast. The beaches extend for six 
continuous miles, and the upper 


promenades afford most invigorating 
walks, including delightful routes to 
the Chines, scombe Pier, and 
Meyrick Park. Some of these walks 
can be combined with a bus trip. 
Organised excursions are available to 
a large number of places of interest 
within easy reach, including Beaulieu, 
Corfe Castle, Lulworth Cove, and the 
New Forest. 

All the foregoing may or may not 
have much interest for the prospective 
or regular visitor to Bournemouth. 
Most if not all its Jewish visitors are 
united, though, in one thing: it is 
ene of the best places for a good 
shmooze and the ventilation of a little 
harmless gossip, especially in a 
comfortable chair after partaking one 
of those huge meals. that Bourne- 
mouth’s generous Jewish hoteliers 
specialise in !

ISRAEL DAY 


INDEPENDENCE DAY is Israel's 
birthday and new year in one, and 
Jews the world over are proud to 
congratulate the Jewish State and 
wish it many happy returns of the 
day. 

The eleventh year of statehood 
saw genuine progress foreign 
affairs and defence. The fresh out- 
break of turmoil and bloodshed 
in the Arab world not only relieved 
direct Arab pressure on Israel, but 
enhanced the already growing 
appreciation in Western capitals of 
Israel's réle in the region. In the 
social and economic field the 
record has been a mixed one. The 
payments gap has not narrowed, 
and still remains equal to over a 
third of the national income. The 
day when German Reparations 
must end, and when heavy loans 
and Independence Bonds fall due 
for repayment, is one year nearer. 
Israel's main economic problems 
(including standards of living 
incommensurate with productivity, 
and an unbalanced occupational 
Structure), still await solution. 

Immigration has remained low . 
net immigration (subtracting the 
thousands of emigrants who have 
left for the New World or returned 
to their former homes) adds hardly 
more than I! per cent to the 
population. Jews in the Soviet 
Union, Rumania, and Czecho- 
slovakia are denied the right to 
emigrate, while Israel has not yet 
found the way to attract many of 
the young, the skilled, or the enter- 
prising from the free world. — The 
problem needs far more serous 
consideration than it yet 
received. 

Independence Day is a remindes 
that Israel, with the support of 
worid Jewry, proved herself capable 
of overcoming far greater dith- 
culties in the past. Jews through- 
out the world pray that the State's 
twelfth year will record inspiring 
achievements at home and abroad 


FROOM AT THE TOP 


THE discussion which has taken 
place in these columns on some of 
the problems of nuclear warfare ts 
an encouraging sign. It reveals 
that among the Jewish community 
there is acute concern on. this 
subject and a desire for guidance 


from the standpoint of Jewish 
teaching. 

Whether this country should 
unilaterally renounce nuclear 


weapons or whether public demon- 
strations are desirable are matters 
of political controversy, and it ts 
impossible to expect religious 
guides to answer with a_ single 
voice. It is even arguable that 
they should not be expected to 
answer these questions at all. But 
the fact that even the testing of 
these weapons has created hazards 
whose exact extent is not known 
but may bring death to unsuspect- 
ing victims and infect generations 
yet unborn are prospects so terrible 
as to give the general issue an over- 
whelming moral urgency. 

Judaism is, among other things, 
a guide to human conduct ; laymen 
rightly expect it to have Something 
to say on issues which so. pro- 
foundly affect everyday life. If it 
is silent on a matter of such 
immediate bearing on the future 
of humanity, they will conclude 
—contrary to the truth—that it has 
nothing worth while to say. But the 
whole of our classic literature ts 
permeated with the sprit. of 
righteousness and compassion. We 
are entitled to look to our rabbis 
to interpret for our generation the 
social idealism of Judaism as well 
“us to guard the ritual observances 
which have in the past preserved 
our people. 

This needs emphasising — since 
some well-known rabbis argue 
otherwise. “ Rabbis do not believe 
that ‘humanity is our parish, ” 
declared one of them last week, 
while another asserted that Jews 
should act on the H-Bomb question 
“by being froom and good.” By 
using such language they show that 
a full century and a half of Jewish 
history has passed them by. In 


the ghetto days Jews had no part 
in the life of the world outside 
and could only pray that the 
government would be kind to them. 
Emancipation has not only con- 
ferred benefits but bears with it 
responsibilities. One of them is the 
responsibility to take sides on the 
grestt moral issues facing the world 
fortified and guided by _ the 
inspiration of our religious herit- 
age. If Judaism is to guide our 
lives we must know what it has 
to say on world issues. For even 
if our religious leaders are divided 
in their opinions and are unable 
to give dogmatic answers, argu- 
ment indicates alertness, while 
disinterestedness suggests an abdica- 
tion of responsibility. 


ARMS TO IRAQ 


FOREIGN policy decisions rarely 
represent the choice between good 
and evil; as often as not they are 
designed to choose the lesser evil, 
and they must be evaluated from 
this standpoint, The Government's 
decision to sell heavy tanks and 
jet-bombers to Iraq falls into this 
category. The Cabinet has decided 
that it would do more harm to 
refuse than to accede to the 
request. It is argued that a 
refusal would force General 
Kassem into complete dependence 
on Soviet supplies, thereby under- 
mining his ability to maintain 
independent policies which White- 
hall sees as the most effective 
barrier to Iraq's full Communisa- 
tion. 

This argument could be used to 
justify virtually endless conces- 
sions, and is an open invitation to 
play off East against West, Indeed. 
Britain has very little to show for 
its heavy sales and gifts of arma- 
ments in the region during the past 
quarter of a century, 

If the Government's choice 
between evils is open to question, 
outright rejection of the decision 
by the Opposition and some 
sections of the press, on the 
grounds that it constitutes a hostile 
act towards the United Arab 
Republic, is quite unacceptable. 
It was Colonel Nasser who opened 
up the Middle East to Communist 
penetration in the first place, and 
without his interference the present 
Situation would have been unlikely. 
His continued ‘anti-British incite- 
ment and = subversion of pro- 
Western régimes throughout the 
area is still the main disturbing 
factor. 

A counsel of perfection would 
be the banning of all arms 
deliveries into the turbulent Middle 
East. But this not being at present 
practicable, it is the Government's 
duty to ensure that its arms 
deliveries to some countries do not 
undermine Israel's defensive power. 


- It should énsure Israel. like other 


bastions of the free world in the 
region, ample means of defence 
against the Arab Nationalist-Com- 
munist threat from all directions. 


“LET MY PEOPLE GO” 


Mr. KHRUSCHEYV’S statement to 
visiting American ex-Servicemen 
that at some time in the future 
Jews and others will be allowed to 
leave is, if correctly reported, of 
considerable interest. It is not 
the first time that the Soviet 
Premier has made such a statement. 
He said the same, also to an 
American visitor, some two years 
ago, but not a single Jew has been 
allowed to leave the U.S.S.R. since 
Suez. There will, therefore, be 
some who will be inclined not to 
attach too much importance to his 
promise, especially in view of the 
fact that like the previous pro- 
nouncement this new one, too, is 
not allowed to appear in_ the 
Russian press. Nevertheless, the 
fact that he has repeated the state- 
ment twice may mean that he 
admits in principle the legitimacy 
of the desire to emigrate from the 
Soviet Union, which has, hitherto, 
been pilloried as essentially 
wicked, whatever the purposes of 
emigration might be. There can 
be no doubt that the Jewish 
question in general and the right 
of Jews to emigrate to Israel in 
particular are sore points for 
Soviet foreign propaganda. There 
are important sections of public 
opinion in the West who are pre- 
pared to lean over backwards to 
find interpretations favourable to 
the Soviet Union on almost all 
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questions, but which draw the line 
where the Jewish question 1s 
concerned. The right of Jews to 
exist, to combine, to maintain 
contact with their fellow-Jews. 
and to emigrate to Israel are con- 


stantly raised wherever Soviet 
spokesmen put on their more 
amiable expression. Mr. Khrus- 


chev’s remarks can best be inter- 
preted. therefore. as a recognition 
of the constant publicity given by 
Jewish organisations to this ques- 
tion. It behoves us not to remain 
content with this purely platonic 
concession but to struggle actively 
by all means at our disposal to 
obtain for Soviet Jewry the rights 
enshrined in the U.N. Bill of 
Human Rights and honoured in 
civilised practice. 


LOST ARCHIVES 


Last week the President of the 
Anglo-Jewish Associaiion and this 
week the Secretary of the Board of 
Deputies describe their separate 
interest in the fate of the Lucien 
Wolf documents, which were 
recently moved to New York. It 
appears that proper steps have 
now been taken to safeguard the 
rights to these documents of our 
own community, and that the 
Yiddish Scientific Institute, which 
has custody, has been co-operative 
in promising information and 
copies if necessary. Nevertheless, 
the fate of this collection calls 
attention once again to the impor- 
tance of safeguarding archives that 
have a bearing on communal 
history. The Mocatta Library 
would in general appear to be the 
most satisfactory depository, and 
the Jewish Historical Society of 
England has the experts who 
should most certainly be consulted 
before any collection ts disposed 
of. This applies as much to papers 
that are in private custody as to 
those which are held by public 
bodies. for their major interest 2s 
well as in many cases .the legal 
ownership may be public Too 
much valuable historical material 
has been lost already through 
ignorance or.mere carelessness 


JEWISH SOCIOLOGY 


THe World Jewish Congress, 
which has published the “ Popular 
Jewish Library” and through its 
Jewish Forum is promoting the 
reasoned discussion of current 
problems, places us further in tts 
debt by promoting the “Jewish 
Journal of Sociology.” This is not 
the first venture of its kind 
“ Jewish Social Studies,” published 
in New York since 1939-—comes 
to mind, but we are naturaily 
proud to See a periodical devoted 
to Jewish sociology getting under 
way in England, the more so since 
it 1s starting with the best academic 
credentials which promise that it 
will continue on a single-minded 
course uninfluenced by the political 
viewpoint of the sponsoring body. 
The need to encourage the syste- 
matic study of the social affairs of 
the Jews has often been commented 
upon. The new “Journal” is not 
designed as a best seller, but it 
should encourage the study and add 
to our knowledge of a far-reach- 
ing subject. Without accurate 
knowledge of all relevant data no 
adequate planning of community 
life is possible, and in its columns 
and through its publications THe 
Jewish CHRONICLE has repeatedly 
emphasised the need for fuller 
information. Results be 
expected on a long-term basis only, 
and it is to be hoped that nothing 
will prevent the World Jewish 
Congress from persevering with a 
very useful project.

MEMORIAL FOR MARTYRS 


Sir,—I have to write with reference 
to certain observations which 
appeared in your columns last week 
regretting the absence of any direc- 
tions from the Chief Rabbi concern- 
ing observance of the Memorial Day 
on Nisan 27 proclaimed by the 
Knesset. 


The Chief Rabbi has always been 
deeply impressed with the sacred duty 
to keep alive the memory of the 
6,000,000 Jewish martyrs: 

(1) He has encouraged Hebrew 
writers to compose special com- 
memorative prayers (though so far 
none has won general acceptance) ; 

(2) He immediately gave his 
approval when in 1950 the Israeli 
Chief Rabbinate proclaimed the Fast 
of Tebet as Annual Kaddish Day. on 
which all those who have lost close 
relatives in the Nazi holocaust but do 
not know the dates of their death say 
Kaddish ; 

(3) He incorporated in the Order 
of Service on the occasion of Israel 
Independence Day a Memorial 
Prayer for the victims of Nazi perse- 
cution, which is one of the most 
moving moments at these services, 
which are held annually under the 
directive of the Chief Rabbi and the 
Haham ; 

(4) He has encouraged the spread- 
ing practice of reciting a_ special 
memorial prayer at the “Yizkor 
services on the second day of Rosh 
Hashana on Yom Kippur, on the 
eighth days of Succot and Pesach, and 
on the second day of Shavuot. 

When the proposal of instituting 
a Remembrance Day on Nisan 27 first 
became public | was instructed to 
make inquiries of the Chief Rabbinate 
of Israel, but it appeared from the 
reply I received that this day was not 
vested with any religious significance. 
and the Chief Rabbi therefore did not 
feel called upon to take any action in 
regard to the institution of this 
Remembrance Day. 

In this. as in all similar religious 
problems affecting Israel and world 
Jewry. the Chief Rabbi follows the 
lead of the Chief Rabbinate of Israel.

After 20 vears of experience as a 
member of the staff of the American 
Jewish Committee | am more con- 
vinced than ever that quarantining 
rabble-rousers provides the best 
method of dealing with them. As the 
originator of that technique | was sent 
by the Committee to London in 
November, 1946, because the amount 
of free -publicity Mosley was then 
receiving in the American press was 
Shocking. As often as his followers 
paraded in a Jewish section of London 
there was a counter-demonstration 
which evoked press coverage through- 
out the world. When this unwise 
opposition ceased. Mosley’s influence 
rapidly waned. 

A statement issued by the Board 
of Deputies contradicting Mosley 
would in all likelihood draw a retort 
from him. The controversy might 
revive international notoriety for him 
To provide new limelight for him 
now would be a very grave error. | 
trust that the decision of the Defence 
Committee will remain firm.

HIS imposing volume 

revealing record of the rise 

and development of the 
middle-of-the-way movement in 
modern American Judaism. it 
consists of three parts: the Origins 
of Conservative Judaism, the 
Philosophies of Conservative 
ludaism, and the Attitudes of

Wit and Eloquence 


A prominent position is occupied 
throughout by Solomon Schechter. 
not only because he took a clear 
stand on all the important issues 
confronting the American Jewry of 
his time, and expounded it with wit 
as well as eloquence, but also and 
more particularly because he 
shaped the Jewish Theolog‘cal 
Seminary of America and strove to 
make it the creative centre of what 
he was fond himself of calling the 
“High Synagogue ~ or “ Catholic

Forward Step 


Part Ill gives us an insight into 
the possibilitics of a traditional 
approach to tradition and is a most 
interesting step forward. It 
contains the Introductions to the 
Sabbath and Festival Prayerbook 
of the United Synagogue of 
America and to the Reconstruc- 
tionist Prayerbook. in which new

But its total eflect 
is to leave the reader with a sense 
of inadequacy in the movement 
itself, The historical section 
(Part I), within its necessary limits 
gives a clear idea of the develop- 
ment of the movement and its

to reprint in translation a signifi- 
cant Statement of Zechariah 
Fraenkel. 

Fraenkel, the founder of the 
famous Monatsschrift and Principal 
of the Breslau Seminary, was one 
of the great Jewish scholars of the 
nineteenth century, and he was 
friendly disposed to the (German) 
Reform movement in its early 
Stages. But just .as Morais and 
Leeser in America took fright at 
the Pittsburgh programme, so did 
Fraenkel in Germany at _ the 
Frankfurt programme of 1845. 
Like them he ratsed the cry of a 
return toe the study of original 
sources and established a tradition 
of scholarship the fruits of which 
are still with us. 

But Fraenkel realised that. in 
order to be ellective. scholars have 
“an important duty” in addition 
to that of research, and that is to 
“guard the sense of piety of the 


goes on to say (page 50), “ must 
be brought nearer to the people so 
that they may learn to understand 
the divine content within them and 
thus come to understand the 
spiritual nature and inner worth 
of the forms which embody these 
truths.” There are “essential 
truths ~ embodied in the forms of 
Judaism: and it is task (I 
think we should have said, a 
principal task) of the scholar to 
make them clear to ordinary folk. 


Systematic Statement 


It is an account of these essential 
truths which we should have 
expected to find in the second part 
of this volume, that on philo- 
sophies ; but here we meet with 
disappointment. There is too much 
“fluidity, ambivalence, life-is- 
stronger-than-logic outlook,” too 
little “systematic statement.” After 
all, it is just a systematic statement 
of essential truths which its 
meant by philosophy ; and it is just 
this which in every generation we 


need and which we expect to 
receive from our rabbis. As 
Schechter himself observed. we 


cannot go on for ever worshipping 
the God of our fathers. The talk 
about history and the “ scientific 
knowledge of the whole of 
Judaism” (') is all verv -well in 
theory ; but in practice it is apt 
to appear either as fragmented into 
scholastic pedantry or as general- 
ised in empty rhetoric. What is 
needed, as this volume clearly 
recognises, is living spiritual food. 

A striking passage from the late 
Milton Steinberg (pages 248-9) 
states the “ first imperative ~ of the 
movement to be the “ retrieval of 
God in Judaism.” | True: but the 
God to be retrieved is presumably 
the God of Judaivn. | Steinberg 
speaks of a God-faith- which 
enables us to comprehend the 
universe the more thoroughly. 
which invests it with meaning and 
purposefulness: which lends intel- 
ligibility. and sanction to our 
ethical values: which = stimulates 
us toward moral: self-realisation 
and the broader serwee of our 
fellow-man : and which, last of all. 
enables us to see our Jewishness 
as a part of a cosmic design un- 
folding on all sides of us.”

fought to. establish and maintain 
the State, the calmness and trony 
of her remarks about what her 
generation now has to do seem to 
me ine a way no less admirable. 
Tragedy and heroism, exaltation 
and despair, these people have 
known; now they must learn to 
know the day-to-day trivialities of 
the life which people less “ lucky ~ 
than themselves have always 
known. The people jn Israel are 
confident as they have never been 
before—as they could never before 
alford to be-—that what they built 
and fought for will survive. Only 
now can they ask themselves what 
it truly is that they have built and 
fought for. Only now can they 
ask themselves how they are going 
to live a life which is not supported 
by the great demands and rewards 
of a community in continual crisis, 
in continual peril. 


Virtues of Privacy 


On the personal level, there ts 
something curiously moving tn tie 
questions which this generation in 
Israel is now being torced to ask 
of itself. But the interest of tis 
seli-questioning is more than per- 
sonal, for it is so closely involved 
with what is called “the crisis of 
values” in Israel. The virtues of 
self-sacrifice and devotion to the 
public cause have been for so long 
supreme in Israel that for young 
israclis now it is a rea! effort to 
tind out what are or could be the 
virtues of privacy, of the private 
life. (it ds even an eTort for them 
to believe that the private life can 
possibly have its own real virtues, 
its own honourable claims ) 

They feel guilty about their 
desire to find individual rather than 
conmunal fulfilment; they feel 
even more guilly about their simple

their guilt is aggravated by the fact 
that it is the world “ outside “— 
Great Britain and the United States 
in particular—which speaks most 
pressingly and invitingly to them 
of the pleasures of private life. 
They feel that their own longings 
are alien to their country and to 
themselves ; and yet when they look 
around their own country they 
know that what they once did 
they cannot do again, and that they 
cannot again become what they 
once were. The guilt they feel for 
being attracted to the private life 
is married to their resentment of 
its humdrum and unheroic nature. 


Country’s Elite 


i am speaking here of people 
who can quite fairly be called the 
élite of Israel—not only because of 
what they did in the past but 
because they feel so sharply within 
the nselves a conflict of which 
others know only one side. What 
seems certain is that this conflict 
is going to persist ; and what seems 
equally certain, to the present 
writer at least, is that the conflict 
is a healthy one. It is healthy 
because it is a symptom of con- 
fidence, as I have indicated; and 
because it is necessary, in Israel as 
much as in any other country, for 
there to be debate and discussion 
and even dissension between people 
on a level much deeper than that 
of party politics. (Though it ts 
obvious that this conflict will find 
its political expression, too.) 

Inevitably, a debate of this kind 
can never be resolved; and one 
should not even wish a resolution 
for it. What at best can happen, 
and what seems already to be 
happening in Israel, is that each of 


the values will be infused in some 
degree with the others: it is in this 
way. only that a supple, distinctive 
tradition of thought and feeling 


have achieved it. He does not 
show us how they did it So that we 
can judge whether they did it 
rightly, or how we in our turn can 
do it. 

The contribution levied from the 
writings of Milton Steinberg is of 
especial interest for us in this 
country in view of the recent dis- 
cussions of the alleged “ anger * 
of our “young men.” It touches 
on the problem of Jewish creativity. 
The word itself occupies a large 
place in these pages, particularily in 
those written under Reconstruc- 
lionist inspiration; but Steinoerg 
notes soberly that Jewish men of 
art and of letters. although they 
should respond to Jewish mots, 
yet. “if at all typical, fail to do 
He asks himself why. and 
goes on (page 258): “ The answers 
are many. tlenorance of Judaism, 
psychic blockings against it, 
absorption in social issues so total 
as to leave room for nothing else, 
all these afe ep sodes in the 

“The nub, however, is that it 
must be so. Judaism is te 
secondary, ancilary civilisation of 
American Jews. Whence it 
follows that the American Jewish 
community, for all its size and 
resources, cannot be expected to 
maintain iseli culturally. To put 
it bluntly, it is going to have to 
live on the largesse of other, more 
intensely Jewish, Jewries.” 


Melancholy Reflection 


The hint is clear: and it may 
well be that, if Judaism ts indeed 
only a “culture,” American Jewish 
creativeness may have to live off 
that of Israel. But it. would then 
hardly be natural and hardly 
American, and hardly in the tull 
sense, creative. Reconstructionism 
Sscems to pornt to its own bank- 
ruptcy. Vicarious living is no 
solution : and perhaps the secret ol 
the angriness of the young men is 
that they resent .eing told con- 
stanthy to be parasites on somebody 
But whether this ts so or not, 
Ste:nberg’s frank admission leads 
to a melancholy reflection. Has 
Conservative Judaism m America, 
even in-its Reconstructionist shape, 
anything of tts own to offer our 
generation? It was born of a 
negation (the negation of Reform). 
Now in its maturity it seems to see 
it, Spiritual Iie as the adventure 
of living elsewhere.

Addressing a meeting at Whitley

In the U.S.S.R. the figure 
was completely unknown. They 
lived only for Israel and in hope 
for the future, he added. 

After his talk Mr. Zylberberg read 
two Sholem Aleichem short stories 
in Yiddish.

Do you remember Holbein’s por- 
trait of a young woman holding: a 
squirrel? A starling is perched on 


a leafy spray behind her and the sky 
is azure. _ Her naturalness and spon- 
tancity of expression and the picture s 
decorative freedom support the 
theory that it was painted on Hol.

GLUBB AND THE ARABS 


By ELIE KEDOURIE 


Britain and the Arabs. By Sir 
Joun Bacor Giuss. Hodder and 
Stoughton. 30s. 


This long book of nearly 500 pa 
contains a chronicle of Arab politics 
in the last fifty years. interspersed 
with the author's reflections, and 
concludes with some recommendations 
of policy. The chronicle is brisk and 
competent. if somewhat discreet: the 
author must have known many of the 
actors who figure in his narrative and 
it would have been of the highest 
interest to read his impressions of 
them and of the events in which they 
were involved. But the chronicle of 
contemporary events as such has its 
own disadvantages; it is necessarily 
derived from newspaper reports and 
similar sources, and may therefore 
give a misleading impression of the 
causes and consequences of events; 
many of the Chatham House surveys, 
for instance. have, in the past, 
suffered from this limitation, and the 
passage of time has not dealt kindly 
with them. 

It is really to be wished that 
authors should avoid these large com- 

lations which have to rely on such 
indifferent documentation. Where the 
material at the author’s disposal was 
more ample and varied, his narrative 
becomes more lively and more 
interesting : this is the case with the 
chapters which deal with the Arab 
Revolt and its diplomatic history. The 
author here departs from the high 
doctrine which occurs with such

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frequency in English and American 
books, namely, that the Sykes-Picot 
Agreement was a work of pure 
iniquity. His view is more sober and 
discriminating, and is, therefore, most 
welcome in a book which will no 
doubt be widely read. 


Though the author is never 
categorical or extreme in his — 
ments on this period of Middle 


Eastern history, it would be fair to 
sum up his views in a sentence which 
occurs in a reflective chapter on the 
“ Duty of Leadership.” “ Her errors— 
perhaps her crimes—” he there says 
of Great Britain, “were weakly to 
allow France to seize Syria, and to 
promise the Jews a home in 
Palestine.” In holding such a view, 
Sir John Glubb is no eccentric; he 
rather represents a whole school of 
thought which has been prevalent 
among writers, civil servants, and 
policy makers. But such a view can- 
not withstand scrutiny. 

Can it be seriously asserted that in 
1919 Great Britain should have gone 
to war with France, a great European 
ally, for the sake of Faisal, a weak, 
prevaricating, and unreliable man, 
who was surrounded and dominated 
by treasonable and _ conspiratorial 
officers? Such a policy would not 
have been quixotic, but merely stupid. 
Again, is it really true that the 
Balfour Declaration was the origin of 
all subsequent trouble in the Middle 
East? The Declaration was a vague 
and limited promise, and the Palestine 
problem became really difficult only 
with the rise of Hitler. 


Allenby’s Decision 


The author does not even mention 
Allenby’s fatal and fateful decision to 
abandon Damascus to Faisal, he 
does not discuss the absurd régime 
imposed on Mesopotamia in 1921, the 
mismanagement of Egypt by succes- 
sive British Governments from the 
day when Lloyd George hurriedly 
sent Allenby to replace the able and 
wise Wingate, or the impolicy of 
inventing the Arab League. _ All 
these, perhaps much more than the 
Balfour Declaration, were  instru- 
mental in transforming the Middle 
East into the place of sedition and 
intrigue on which the author now 
casts his saddened eye. 

Sir John Glubb ends by exhorting 
British statesmen to tell the Arabs 
that Britain has made many mistakes 
in the past, and that she desires to 
inaugurate a new approach. One 
ought perhaps to be sceptical of the 


wisdom of such advice. Statesmen 
as much as author; should keep to 
heart Disraeli’s advice never to 
explain. and never to complain, 


especially when they deal with wordy 
customers as the Arab politicians. 
Britain in the Middle East is now 
confronted with the same kind of 
Oriental despot with whom she had 
to deal sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries, and safety 
surely lies in the old tested methods 
by which traders and consuls treated 
with Mamluks and Grand Moghuls. 
If not much good can come of them, 
at least no great harm will. 


Adventure in Oil, by Henry Longhurst 
(Sidgwick & Jackson, 21s.), is a very 
readable history of the British Petroleum 
Company written to celebrate its fiftieth 
anniversary. It is a pity that a book 
which has been produced on such a 
generous scale should lack both an index 
and a table of illustrations. 


Woman Pilot, by Jackie Moggridge 
(Pan Books, 2s. 6d.), is a paper-back 
edition of this exhilarating book, which 
includes a fascinating account of the 
author’s experiences in ferrying aircraft 
for Israel.

Habima 


Theatre 


By CHARLES LANDSTONE 


Habima. By RAtkin' BEN-ARI. 
Thomas Yoseloff. 25s. 


In many ways this is an extraordin- 
ary book. Those of us who saw the 
Habima Company on their visits to 
this country, and have since visited 
them in their handsome new theatre 
in Tel Aviv, will turn with pleasure 
to what we imagine to be a history of 
this remarkable theatre group; and 
the opening chapters fulfil our 
expectations. It is a well-told and 
fascinating story. A few Jewish 
enthusiasts, performing plays in 
Hebrew, formed themselves into a 
unit, which first sprang to life in 1919 
in a bitterly cold bare room, facing 
the Kremlin. A few months later 
an empty, deserted mansion was 
acquired, and the group, now con- 
sisting of eight people, converted the 
rooms with their own manual labour 
into stage, auditorium, and all the 
other appurtenances of a theatre. The 
moving spirit was Nahum Zemach, 
who fanatically wanted “to give per- 
formances in Hebrew, not because the 
language existed but because a theatre 
existed. The language lent a specific 
coloration—and wanted to give 
plays in the national speech.” 

The initial success was fantastic. 
Stanislavsky took an interest in them 
and nominated his assistant, the 
inspired Vachtangov, as their pro- 
ducer. “The Dybbuk” was first per- 
formed to an audience which included 
Stanislavsky, Meyerhold, Chaliapin, 
and Maxim Gorki. Vachtangov and 
the great actress, Rovina, must 
between them share the credit for 
that triumph, which straightaway 


established the play as an_ inter- 
national masterpiece. A few days 
later a certificate, signed by Lenin, 
made Habima a State Theatre. 

But the spirit of discord was at 
work. Ben-Ari idolises the memory 
of Zemach, but he cannot disguise 
the fact that he was a dictator. Always 
there was friction, and in Russia the 
climate was changing. In 1926 the 
company embarked on what was 
intended to be a long foreign tour, 
but they never returned to their home- 
land. In Europe they were received 
with rapture, but although they all! 
looked forward eagerly to America. 
the Westernised Jews did not give 
them the support they had anticipated. 
The company split, and the majority, 


led by Meskin and Rovina, departed 
for Israel. 
And here, amazingly, Ben-Ari's 


story finishes. As far as he and 
Zemach were concerned, at that point 
Habima ceased to exist. The depar- 
ture of the majority to Tel Aviv is 
presented as the death of an ideal, 
and the subsequent importance of the 
company in Israel is made to seem 
immaterial. Ben-Ari tells how 
Zemach, shortly before his death in 
1939, visited Palestine, and saw the 
new Habima Theatre, then under con- 
struction—"“ but he walked in and 
around this building like a stranger.” 
Which is the more pathetic—the 
pioneer unrecognised in the monu- 
ment which his work helped to 
create, or the disciple refusing to 
recognise the existence of the monu- 
ment, because it was not the direct 
work of the pioneer ? 


CONCENTRATION CAMP

Furnished with a foreword by 
Francois Mauriac, this English trans- 
lation (by Margaret S. Summers) is 
a narrative of terrifying directness 
which has made its appearance at a 
time when the world is tending to 
forget what happened somewhat too 
completely. 

In a short author's note Micheline 
Maurel sets the stage for the reader, 
by giving a vivid factual outline of 
the conditions and procedure used for 
her group of French women who were 
sent off to a concentration camp. The 
translator adds a glossary of concen- 
tration camp idioms which would 
otherwise only be understandable to 
those who have dealt with displaced 
persons. 


The heartrending tale of the horrors 
of Ravensbriick and Neubrandenburg 
Women’s Camps from 1943 onwards 
is told with a frankness and lack of 
literary padding that is in itself proof 
of the honesty of the author. How 
human beings could have survived at 
all seems nothing short of miraculous, 
but as the story unfolds and one 
realises how the spirit of these unfor- 
tunate women soared above the 
physical side of their sufferings, one 
is moved by humble respect and 
admiration for those frail wraiths of 
female creatures who, despite crip- 
pling sores, vermin, dysentery, and 
starvation, could still write poetry to 
one another; 


could stave off their | 


unspeakable pangs of hunger by 
exchanging their favourite recipes and 
by inviting one another to imaginary 
meals in their own homes. 

The limitless cruelty and bestialit, 
of the German women overseers of 
the camp who so brutally belaboured 
the weak and dying as well as those 
who were still able to totter to their 
labours in the factory or in the open, 
is laid bare—although there was one 
hospital orderly who saved the 
author from the gas chamber by 
hastily moving her to another ward 
with a fresh medical chart after she 


had been put on the list as too il! to 
be allowed to live. 
A Fresh Slant 


One gets a fresh slant on the 
presence of God in the most 
unexpected places when one reads o! 
the prostitute who emptied her own 
soup into the bowl of the author on 
the one day when it was fit to cat 
The gradual failing of physica’ 
strength was offset by the uplil! 
gained jin the thought of the eventual 
victory for the Allies. 

The latter part of the boo} 
describes how, when at last liberatio' 
comes, there is the fantastic escape 
towards home which is finalised in (he 
words: “ The truck pulled up beforc 
the door.

In this book, which was first pub- 
lished at the end of the sixteenth 
century, the author concentrated on 
the religious customs which he 
selected from original sources. He 
was very interested in local customs 
and was concerned in preserving 
them. This work discusses the laws 
of studying Torah, prayer, Sabbath, 
and Festivals, the importance 
charity, visiting the sick, and laws of 
mourning. 

Though it would appear that the 
author’s main concern was the custo- 
mary usage, the book has three 
qualities which greatly enhance its 
value. First, the author did not limit 
himself to cusfom, but included in 
his work the actual laws, rules, and 
regulations which are generally bind- 
ing. Secondly, he not only presented 
us with information, but also clari- 
fied and explained the laws and 
customs. Thirdly, throughout the 
book there emerges the interpreta- 
tion of many passages in Scripture 
and Talmud which are of great 
interest. 

The present edition is published by 
Rabbi M. Knoblowicz. The editor 
has written the foreword, given valu- 
able notes and sources, corrected the 
text in many places, and provided a 
useful index. For many years it 
has not been easy to obtain a co 
and we should be grateful to Rabbi 
Knoblowicz for this beautiful edition

COUNTRY CLUB PLAN 


Sir, —The report in your last weck’s 
issue Of. a brains trust, headed 
“Country Club Plan Deplored,” 
stated that Mr. Ashe Lincoln was 
horrified at “. . . the restriction of 
membership to those able to pur- 
chase £100 worth of debentures.” 
Permit me to point out that there is, 
in fact, no such restriction on 
membership. 

indeed, at the present time neither 
the joining mor the annual subscrip- 
tion to the club has been fixed, nor 
will the fixing of either of them be 
possible until much further progress 
in the formation of the club has been 
achieved, with the result that no effort 
is being made at the present moment to 
obtain members in the ordinary sense. 

What is happening at the present 
time is that a country mansion near 
Radlett, called Kendal Hall, together 
with some sixteen acres of land, a 
lodge, small lake, and stables, being 
available, a number of people have 
got together who consider it would 
be an excellent place in which to 
found a country club to which they 
can take their wives and children 
and friends to enjoy, in a Jewish 
atmosphere, such social amenities as 
kosher food, drinks, tennis, putting, 
table tennis, billiards, riding, and (for 
the children) boating, and a playing 
ficld and, in due course, it is also 
hoped to install an open-air swim- 
ming-pool, 

These people, and I am one of 
them, think that the promotion of 
such a club is sufficiently useful and 
important a venture for them each 
to put up £100 by way of loan (the 
likelihood of repayment of which is, 
no doubt, very remote) and are asking 
such of their friends as they think 
would be interested to do the same. 

The founders intend it to be run 


as non-profit-making organisation, 
simply and solely for the benefit of 
its members, all of whom, whether 
they offer a loan of £100 or not. 
will have to be approved by the 
Membership Committee in the 
manner usually observed among 
private members’ clubs. Many of 
the founder-members, to my know- 
ledge, are charitable men and men 
who engage themselves in communal 
and cultural activities through the 
existing innumerable organisations of 
that type, and it seems to me a 
great pity that anything should have 
been said either by Mr. Snowman 
or by you, in your editorial note, 
which might, quite wrongly, suggest 
the contrary. 

Finally, to clear up any miscon- 
ceptions which might arise from your 
note, may J] say: 

(a) The Kendal Hall Club will 
not be a golf club but a family social 
club with a Jewish atmosphere to 
which there will be attached a 
junior organisation, and, in addition 
to the amenities referred to above, 
there will also, no doubt, be a pro- 
gramme which would include dancing 
and also some cultural activities from 
time to time; (b) The subscription 
will undoubtedly be high, as it is 
impossible to supply the amenities 
which it is proposed should be 
offered except at a considerable cost. 
Nevertheless, as the club will be a 
non-profit-making organisation, the 
members will be assured of good 
value ; (c) The central theme of the 
project is the provision of a country 
club with a Jewish atmosphere and 
kosher food and J, for one, consider 
such objects unimpeachable.

SiR,—Anyone who has taken an 
active part in the running of Jewish 
Student activities at Oxford will 
sympathise with the thought that—I 
suspect—lies behind Mr. Lever's pro- 
test. Mr. Lever is perturbed by the 
constant drift of fully one-half of 
Oxford Jewish students from things 
Jewish and feels that “something 
should be done about it.” 

Responsibility for this drift from 
the community of sa many potential 
leaders rests not only the 
individuals concerned but also on the 
Anglo-Jewish “ Establishment” which 
indulges its taste for bigger and 
better empty edifices, ignoring year by 
year the pressing material needs of 
this ancient university. 

The dingy, barn-like synagogue- 
cum-refectory that must still serve 
new generations of undergraduates at 
Oxford inevitably repels at their first 
visit many freshmen on the periphery 
of Judaism, leaving only those braver 
souls: who, out of religious loyalty, 
remain prepared to tolerate the most 
wretched accommodation for the sake 
of tefila and kashrut. 

To some. extent, however, Rabbi 
Ellinson’s major point is—despite my 
friend Mr. Hugh Courts’ denial—still 
valid. Loss of faith and. neglect of 
traditional observance were far less 
marked among those of my fellow- 
undergraduates at Oxford who, like 
myself, had spent two years in the 
forces, grappling with the material 
and spiritual problems that confront 
the religiously committed Jew under 
military discipline. May I dare to 
Suggest that the degree -of  self- 
discipline there required is at least as 
great as that needed at Oxford. where 
all manner of Jewish facilities are 
available “on tap”? 

Those of us who have enjoyed the 
advantages of an Oxford education 
should think twice before raising a 
storm in a teacup over minor incon- 
veniences. Had Mr. Lever, instead 
of giving vent to melodramatic 
demands for heaven knows what 
“ reform,” berated the powers that be 
for their appalling neglect of inten- 
sive Jewish education for all Jewish 
children and for their coolness 
towards the provision of adequate 
facilities for adolescents and students 
to merease and deepen their Jewish 
knowledge. he might have performed 
a service to his many fellow-stude tts.

On Mount Carmel, some kilometres 
from the centre of the city of Haifa. 
large beautiful buildings are now rising. 
One building is called the Einstein 
Institute for Physics, a second—the 
Churchill Auditorium (Hall), etc. These 
are the new buildings of the Technion— 
Israel Institute of Technology. 

This institute for higher technological 
education opened its doors (gates) in the 
year 1928 and in the first year eighteen 
students studied in it. The number of 
teachers was six. Today there are close 
upon three thousand students and the 
number of teachers totals (reaches) four 
hundred and fifty. 

The rapid development in all branches 
of industry and agriculture in this 
country, especially in the last ten years, 
has brought in its wake (with it) a large 
demand for technological and scientific 
talents of a high standard. The Technion, 
accordingly, has had to expand its 
existing faculties greatly and also to 
establish new faculties. In recent years, 
for cxample, studies in mining and 
metallurgical engineering, the technology 
of food, eic. have been added. 

Almost two thousand five hundred 
students have completed their studies at 
the Technion in the course of the thirty 
years of its existence. This host of 
engineers, architects, and scientists have 
made a very great contribution towards 
the development of the country in all 
branches of icchnology.

PROFESSOR FAILS TO 
ANSWER QUESTION 


Professor Hyman Levy told the 
Cambridge University Jewish Society, 
when he addressed them last Friday 
on the topic of “Who is a Jew?” 
that this was a question to which he 
did not know an answer. 


He suggested and demolished in 
turn a succession of possible answers. 
Were the Jews a race? To maintain 
such a hypothesis was ridiculous, he 
said, when the hybrid race aspect of 
Israel was one of its inost conspicuous 
features. Were they of one religious 
belief ? This was manifestly untrue, 
for the Jews were divided into the 
believers and the non-believers, and 
even within the categories there were 
marked distinctions. Were we of one 
culture? In the twentieth century, 
he stated, there was blatantly little 
truth in this statement. 

In conclusion, Professor Levy said 
that as a mathematician he had 
learned that it was only possible to 
define things, not people. Therefore 
to answer a question like “Who is 
a Jew?” one could only use 
description.

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MR. REUVEN SHILOAH 


Mr. Reuven Shiloah, Political 
Adviser to the Israeli Foreign Ministry, 
died on Sunday at the age of 49 after 
, short illness, our Jerusalem corre- 


spondent reports. The body lay in 
state in the courtyard of the Foreign 
Ministry before the funeral on 
Monday. 

For many years Mr. Shiloah repre- 
sented Israel at its most important 
negotiations, such as the Arab-Isracl 
Armistice talks. A _ specialist § in 
political affairs in the Arab world, he 
was one of the most trusted aides of 
‘he Prime Minister. 

Reuven Shiloah was born in Jeru- 
salem. where his father, Rabbi Aaron 
Yitzhak Zaslansky, is still alive and 
-etired from his position on the Jeru- 
salem Communal Religious Council. 

Farly in his youth Reuven gave 
up Orthodox Judaism and became an 
sdherent of labour Zionism. He was 
educated at the Hebrew University 
and the Teachers’ Seminar in Jeru- 
salem. He also attended a yeshiva. 

He organised the Intelligence Ser- 
vice of the Hagana, and for this more 
‘han for any other activity he will 


probably be remembered. for j 
early days of the State he was lane 
sible for most of the intelligence work. 

From 1932 to 1936 he was Political 
Secretary of the Histadrut, and from 
1936 to 1948 he was in the Political 
Department of the Jewish Agency, for 
which he attended as an observer 
the United Nations Organisation con- 
ference in San Francisco in 1946. 

He was Minister in Washington 
from 1953 to 1957, serving under Mr. 
Abba Eban, and on his return was 
Adviser to the 

oreign inistry, especially 
Middle Eastern affairs. rs 

Mr. Shiloah had been associated 
with the struggle for the Jewish State 
since 1935, and at a Cabinet meeting 
on Sunday Mr. Ben-Gurion paid 
tribute to his services. 

Reuven Shiloah was not so well 
known among the masses, and not 
always very popular among those who 
knew him, but there is no doubt he 
will be sadly missed by those respon- 
sible for policy-making in the State. 

He .is survived by his wife. a son. 
and daughter. 


MR. ALFRED KING-HAMILTON

On the other hand, there are asser- 
tions of no progress whatsoever, of 
having followed a wrong course and 
that, under the present régime, our 
economic difficulties cannot possibly 
be overcome.

We must 
differentiate between planning in 
outline, within which freedom ts left 
to the individual, and total planning 
both of the framework and of the 
details of execution, 

| consider the demand today for 
complete liberalisation as unrealisuc, 
having regard especially to_ the 
economic and social conditions 
obtaining in Israel. Instead, | would 
make a plea for “ more planning and 
more freedom.” An overall frame- 
work must be established, and an 


order of priorities fixed. Govern- 
ment interference in execution 
should. however, be limited io 


encouragement of such activities as 
favourably influence the economy 
and to discouragement, or even 


obstruction, of any adverse or 


undesirable activities. 


NEED TO ATTRACT FOREIGN 
CAPITAL 

Ihere can hardly be, today, any 

diflerence of opinion as to the need 


tor large-scale imvesimenis’ trom 
abroad. In the specific conditions 
obiaiming tn Isracl | consider the fol- 
lowing to be very important pre- 
requisites for the attraction of 
private capital from abroad: Pohtical 
stability and security—monetary 
stability and reasonable protiability 
of enterprises. 

Another factor which, though i 
may not yet be of great consequence, 
is likely to grow immenscly impor- 


tant in the near future. We have 
of late witnessed an attempt to 
reorganise economic entities, and 


enormous cconomic blocs are emerg- 
ing. This movement ts based on a 
recognition of the undeniable 
that small nations cannot stand up 
in present conditions to intermational 
competition, 

One of our main problems is difh- 
culty in finding additional capital © 
required for the country’s develop- 
ment. It is a fallacy only to think 
that our main problem is ihe redis- 
tribution of the national income. In 
this connection savings, both public 
and private, are of vital importance 
Saving ts the backbone of every 
healthy investment policy.

Another possibility of mobilising 
capital would be rapid development 
of our capital market. In this field, 
too, we have marked = progress 
During 1988 alone issues were made 
of 1£60 million for various purpesss. 

Ihe public must undersiand that 
our Stock Exchange—sull in tis 
early stages but functhoning quite 
well—is not an undesirable thing. A 
stock exchange is not a place tor 
speculation but an institution for 
development of a capital market.

MAX BORN 


By MAURICE GOLDSMITH 


DELIGHTFUL personal- 

ity” is how Max Born 

is usually summed up. 
He is one of those who, born 
almost at the time radioactivity was 
discovered, has grown up with the 
new science of atomic physics and 
by his work has caused jt to 
flourish. 

He was born in 1882 in Breslau, 
in Germany, where his father was 
a medical doctor. After complet- 
ing his studies in Ziirich and Cam- 
bridge, he went back to the Univer- 
sity of Gottingen to head a Physics 
Department, which he made world 
famous. His teaching there was 
described as inspiring, for he 
infected his students with his own 
enthusiasm and optimism. 

Like many others, he left Ger- 
many jn 1933, and taught first at 
the University of Cambridge, then 
at Edinburgh, where he was the 
Tait Professor of Natural Philo- 
sophy. 

In 1954 he shared a Nobel Prize 
in physics for his work in quantum 
mechanics. This ts a basic field of 
study concerned with the nature of 
atomic particles. He played the 
leading part in the development of 
the new mathematics which was 
necessary to understand the incred- 
ibly small-world of the atom. 

Born has always refused to be 
involved in “warlike activities.” 
That is why he did not take part 
in the military development of 
atomic energy. About this he 
wrote; “I cannot refrain from 
Saying that I, personally, am glad 
not to have been involved in the 
pursuit of research work which has 
already been used for the most 
terrible mass destruction in history 
and threatens humanity with even 
worse disaster. I think that the 
applications of nuclear physics to 
peaceful ends are a poor compensa- 
tion for these perils.” 

Although he became a British 
citizen in 1939, Max Born is back 
again in his native Germany, living 
in retirement. He follows his 


hobbies of music and hiking. And 
his advice to the younger genera- 
tion is: “ Not everything is know- 
able, still less predictable. But the 
mind of man is capable of grasping 
and understanding at least a part 
of Creation.”

A PROMISING MILER 


“My target for the mile this 
vear is 4 minutes and 5 seconds,” 
20-year-old Ray Roseman told me. 


| had been watching this fine 
young Jewish athlete complete an 
impressive training session at 
Rriehton’s Withdean Stadium (the 
venue for the Maccabi trials), and 
| think that he is going to come 
very close to this target, and may 
even beat it. 

Ray started running in 1953 and 
three years later, after some inten- 
cive training, began to make his 
presence felt when he won the 
Sussex County (under 17) mile 
title and ran second in the half- 
mile. 

Under the guidance of the coach 
Herb Bignall, Ray continued to 
improve and in 1957 won the 
County junior mile championship, 
his best time being 4 minutes, 
28 seconds. In 1958 he went from 
success to ‘success; once again 
running away with the Sussex 
senior mile and 880-yard titles. 
In that year he improved by 
eleven seconds to bring his mile 
time down to 4 minutes, 15 
seconds, an excellent time for a 
nineteen-year old, 

Already this year he has run 
the sub-four-minute miler Derek 
Ibbotson to within a few yards, 
and this week-end at White City 
he hopes to be competing in an 
invitation two-mile race. 

Roseman says that if he is 
selected for the Maccabi Games in 
Copenhagen—he is a member of 


| the Brighton Maccabi—he would 


like to oe in the metric 
equivalents of the mile and three 
miles. I confidently expect him 
to become European Maccabi 
Champion at these distances. 

Unfortunately, like so many of 
our top athletes, Roseman finds 
difficulty in fitting training in with 
work. He lives in Brighton and 
each day travels to London, 
where he is employed by a textile 
firm. He arrives ome at 
7.30 p.m. and trains until 9.30 p.m. 
His post of Athletics Section 
Leader at Brighton Maccabi takes 
up any free time that he has in his 
busy week. 

In young Ray Roseman I feel 
we have a Jewish athlete who may 
one day—and, in the not too 
distant future—become one of the 
finest milers that England has 
produced. 

As an athlete should I smoke 
and drink ? 

Often this question is put to 
me, and I say that within reason 
the odd glass of beer will do no 
harm. I do not consider smoking 
at all wise, as smoking causes 
shortness of breath. If there is 
anything the athlete needs— 
whether he is a runner, an oars- 
man, Or a soccer player—it is 
evenness of breathing.

FIGHTING GERMAN 
ANTISEMITISM 


Ihe Willesden Branch of the 
Council of Christians and Jews has 
passed a resolution expressing its 
concern at reports of renewed anti- 
scmutic activity in Germany.

MANCHESTER WIN “J.C.” CUP 


Eagles Miss Many Chances

For the second 
year in succes- 
sion a Maccabi 
club has won 
THe  Jewisu 
CHRONICLE 
Association 
Football 
Trophy.

1-0 victory of 
Manchester Maccabi over the Eagles 
—the London students’ team—at the 
Reg Harris Stadium, Manchester, 
last Sunday, left a large question 
mark. Manchester finally deserved 
to win but the Eagles should have 
been so far ahead at half-time that 
the possibility of a Manchester 
victory would have been bleak 
indeed. 

The two halves showed the two 
teams in such a different light that

it almost seemed that a new set of 
players had taken the field after the 
interval. The Eagles, spurred on by 
a noisy and enthusiastic contingent 
of supporters carrying aloft a stuffed 
eagle and making full use of an 
ancient bassoon and a gong, gave 
their Manchester opponents a foot- 
ball lesson, They kept the ball on 
the ground, combined intelligently, 
with players running into the open 
spaces, and passed with considerable 
accuracy. In contrast, Manchester 
seemed bereft of any ideas of team 
work. There was hardly a single 
combined movement and they had to 
rely entirely on the breakaways by 
Mandel and Meier, the left-wing pair. 

But the finishing of the Eagles was 
appallingly weak. In_ the early 
stages the Manchester defence was 
particularly nervous and their goal 
was wide open. Later, when the 
dependable Lawson, at centre- 
half, marshalled his defence and gave 


them confidence, there were still 
ogg | of scoring opportunities but 
the Eagles threw them away with 
Surprising profligacy. Had they 
scored three or ~ goals or even 
more they would have had just 
reward for their supremacy. 

For once the sun shone in Man- 
chester—akhough there were heavy 
rainstorms not far away '—and in the 
presence of the Lord Mayor of 
Manchester, Alderman James E. Fitz- 
simons, the Chief Constable, Mr. J. A. 
McKay, and many Manchester Jewish 
and non-Jewish leaders, the two teams 
fought stubbornly. But the standard 
of the play was quite clearly affected 
by the wind, and it needed real skill 
to control the ball. 

The Eagles started off with a rush 
and the Manchester team, which 
showed several changes, was subjected 
to prolonged pressure. But the 
chances were missed and half-time 
came without any score. 

Manchester came out for the second 
half with renewed vigour, and with 
the wind now behind them immedi- 
ately attacked. The Eagles, so strong 
earlier, seemed suddenly to feel the 
effects of their unrewarded efforts and 
slowed down to a surprising degrce. 
With their opponents now falling 
back, Manchester attacked persistently, 
but it was now their turn to display 
wild shooting: The goal 25 minutes 
from the end was an undistinguished 
effort, D. Stewart, the Manchester 
inside right, being allowed to run 
through, because of a poor tackle, 
and score. 

Manchester had the ball in the 
Eagles’ net on two other occasions but 
offences had earlier been committed. 
The Eagles still made occasional 
sallies but even their vociferous sup- 
porters had lost heart and the 
bassoon and the gong were quict. 
Because of superior stamina Man- 
chester had emerged deserved victors 


The man of the match was unques- 
tionably G. Mandel, who played with 
tremendous zest throughout. Gordon, 
for the Eagles, and Lawson, for Man- 
chester, were also outstanding. 

The trophy was presented to the

Surprising Response 


What I found surprising about this 
meeting was the fact that the 
members, far from criticising the club 
leaders in their turn, or defending 
themselves in any way, received all 
these adverse comments with 
applause. They found a champion in 
the guest speaker, Mr. Aubrey Scott, 
Hon. Secretary of the Central 
Maccabi Fund, who felt that much 
of the criticism had been undeserved. 

“I am of the opinion,” he said, 
“that there is no such thing as a 
bad member: there are only bad 
leaders. The fact that so many 
members (about 70 in all) have 
attended this annual meeting is 
surely in itself proof of the strength 
of the club. It ts a larger attendance 
than that mustered at many syna- 
gogue annual meetings.”

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KHRUSCHEV’S HINT ON 


| EMIGRATION 
Restrictions May Be Eased 


Moscow 

Mr. Khruschev, the Russian 
Premier, has stated that H was pos- 
sible “that Russian Jews’ would be 
allowed to go to Israel.” There arc, 
he said. two million Jews in the 
Soviet Union, compared with four 
million before the Second World War 
“ The rest were killed during the war.” 
Mr. Khruschev is reported to have 
said. 

The Russian Premier made these 
Statements to a group of American 
war veterans who visited Moscow. 
Answering a question by a Jewish 
veteran, Harry Lief. of California, Mr. 
Khruschey said that it was possible 
that Russia would allow any person of 
any nationality to leave the country. 

Many Russian Jews, Mr. Khrusches 
said, were now asking to be allowed to 
return from Israel] to Russia. The 
Russian leader remarked that a great 
number of Russian Jews are crafts- 
men and intellectuals who “ would 
find it difficult to live in Isracl as 
farmers.” Many thought that “ they 
would try to find the Promised Land 
and they did not find it. Among the 
intellectual Jews in the country a great 
majority are critical about going to 
Palestine.” 

A large percentage of the intellec- 
uals in the Soviet Union are Jews. 
many in responsible positions, he said. 


“They are doing everything. including 


work on the atomic bomb: they 
played an important rdle in the 
development of nuclear weapons.” 

It is of interest that the Americans 


held a press conference but the Soviet 
authorities did notallow any of their 
remarks to be published in Russia.— 
(Agency reports)

told me in a telephone conversation 
on Wednesday that Mr. Khruschev, 
while holding out the hope that “ any 
person of any nationality " would be 
allowed to leave Russia, expressed 
doubt whether many Jews would take 
advantage of this. Polawsky was 
reluctant to talk about the Jewish 
aspect of the interview with Mr. 
Khruschev. stating that it was a 
“minor part” only of the conversa- 
ton, 

Mr. Khruschev, said Polawsky. 
described with considerable feeling 
the atrocities against the Jews com- 
mitted by the Germans. The Russian 
leader said that advancing Soviet 
armics had found mass graves of 
Jews. The Nazis did not have time 
to burn the bodies, Mr. Khruschev 
Stated. 

The interview. which took place 
last Saturday, lasted, 90 minutes, 
Polawsky said. The object was to 
present Mr. Khruschev with a “ giff 
from the American people ~ of a map 
used by an American. patrol when 
making contact for the first time with 
the Russians at the River Elbe. 


The Geneva Conference 
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outspokenly pro-Arab and anti- 
Israc!. Alone among the satellites, 
East Germany. for reasons of trade 
with the Arabs. and more so in 
order to: keep in line with Moscow, 
has repeatedly accused Israel of plot- 
ting aggression against her neighbours. 

Should a setthement on the German 
issue be reached and East Germany 
be allowed to play a prominent réle in 
international affairs. she would 
certainly align herself with Israel's 
enemies and not with her friends. 

Israel's presence here in Geneva, if 
not at this Conference, is, of course, 
felt and appreciated. Already her 
representatives are taking part in the 
deliberations of Gatt,. the General 
Agreement on Trade and Tariffs, 
together with delegates from 53 other 
countries. Leading the delegation is 
Mr. Moshe Bartour. Deputy Director 
General of the Israeli Foreign Office. 

Opening the fourteenth session of 
Gatt, the Chairman welcomed the 
Isracli delegation. who. for the time 
being, are acting as observers only, 
and there is no doubt that Israels 
application for membership will be 
accepted. 

With Gatt playing an increasingly 
larger role in the commercial and 
economic relations between countries, 
membership of that organisation 
would be of great importance to 
Israel. which ts anxious to keep her 
economic window open to Europe as 
well as to African countries who are 
also members of the organisation. It 
is expected that Gatt at its present 
meeting will decide on its relationship 
with the Common Market countries, 
and Israel would thus be able to bene- 
fit from any arrangement which might 
ensue between these two organisa- 


tions in the future. Whether this 
would affect the Arab bovcott is 
diticult to predict at the present 
moment. But one of the cardinal 
principles of Gatt is to fight every 
torm of discrimination in international 
trade relations. It can. therefore. be 
anticipated that in due course, if the 
Arabs want to maintain proper trade 
relations, they might have to revise 
their boycott of Israel. 

There are more than a score of 
other commissions and agencies work- 
ing here under the same roof beneath 
which the four Foreign Ministers are 
now deliberating. And in all of them 
Israel is playing her part as a civilised 
country, contributing towards nor- 
mal relationships in_ international 
affairs. 

A day after the Foreign Ministers’ 
Conference opened here, there began 
also the annual meeting of the World 
Health Organisation. More than three 
hundred delegates from 88 member- 
and associate-States are taking part 
in. the deliberations. These deal 
with all questions relating to disease, 
medical research. sanitation, and 
other vital issues. High on_ the 
agenda is the world-wide campaign 
to eradicate malaria. Nearly eight 
hundred million people, or 70 per cent 
of the world’s population, are 
covered by an unprecedented effort 
to fight this disease. And in this con- 
ference, too. Israel is represented by a 
prominent . delegation led by Dr. 
Zimans, of the Israeli Ministry of 
Health. The research of Israeli doc- 
tors in this field has won.world-wide 


reputation, and many of _ their 
scientists today enjoy international 
recognition for their outstanding 


contributions to medical science. 


ARAB WARNING 
Jordan Threatens Attack

Representatives of Arab member- 
States have informed the United 
Nations of the “ grave concern” of 
their Governments over Jewish immi- 
gration to Israel. 

A letter received here by Dr. 
Andrew Cordier, Executive Assistant 
to the Sec etary-General, Mr. Dag 
Hammarskjoeld. said the signatories 
regarded the immigration as “ detri- 
menial to the rights, property, and 
interests of the Palestine Arabs and 
a direct threat to the peace and 
security of the Middle East.” 

Jordan newspapers have published 
under the headline “ Setthement of the 
Palestine guestion by force of arms” 
a Statement which the papers said was 
made by a prominent source. 

The statement said: “ The Palestine 
question will not be setiled except by 
force of arms. Until that day comes, 
which will not be long now since we 
have a brave king, a gallant army, 
and a people who have faith in God, 
we should work earnestly for the 
mobilisation of Arab forces to enter 
the battle of honour.”

Atomic Reactor 
Being Built 


AMERICAN GIFT 
TO ISRAEL

JERUSALEM 

Israel is to have its first atomic 
reactor by the end of this year. It 
will be of the “swimming pool” 
type -in which the uranium is kept 
in water. A building to house it ts 
being constructed on the coast near 
Rishon le Zion. 

The reactor is a gift from the 
American Government, which was 
promised as far back as 1956, after 
the Geneva conference on the peace- 
ful uses of atomic energy. The 
United States has also promised to 
loan Israel three kilograms of ready 
prepared enriched uranium for use 
in the reactor. Israeli scientists have 
developed a method of extracting 
uranium from Negev phosphates. but 
lack the means of enriching it. 

About 100 people will be able to 
work at the reactor, which will be 
used for research and traming by 
the Weizmann Institute.

EHRENBURG: “WHY I AM A JEW”

PARIS 

During a private meeting held at 
one of the local restaurants here 
between Ilya Ehrenburg, the Soviet- 
Jewish writer, and some French and 
Jewish personalities, he was asked why 
he considered himself a Jew. 

Mr. Ehrenburg ts reported to have 
replied that he considered himself a 
Jew because there was still some anti- 
semitism in Soviet Russia and in other 
countries. AS soon as antisemitism 
disappears there would no longer be 
the necessity to be a Jew, he added. 

He did not believe that the majority 
of Russian Jews would want to settle 
in Israel, neither did he believe in a 
solidarity of the Jewish people. Per- 
haps there would be some 100,000 
Jews who would emigrate to Israel 
so as to be able to proceed to the 
United States, France, and other 
countries. There are in Russia non- 


Jews who would also like to leave the » 


country, he added. Russia’s point of 
view in this matter was quite clear: 
she would not allow her citizens to 
settle in capitalist countries, and the 
fact that 100,000 Jews would emigrate 
to Israel would bring about a wave of 
antisemitism which would affect the 
remaining Russian Jews, Mr. Ehren- 
burg stated.
